Inhabitants.) T*. firſt Inhabitants in England were Bri- 


tains, deſcended from the Gauls, whoſe 
Language was once almoſt the ſame ; ſubdued after by the Ro- 
mans, who by reaſon of their Troubles nearer home, were con- 
ſtrain d to abandon this Country about 400 Years after Chriſt ; 
whereupon the Extra-frovincial Britains, then call'd Pic, (from 


retaining the Cuſtom of painting their Bodies, once in common 


to the Inhabitants of the whole Iſland) invading the Britains, 


they call'd to their Aid the Saxons, who chafing away the Pi#;, 


ſoon made themſelves Maſters of the Britains: But theſe not 
able to endure the heavy Yoke of the Saxons, after many Battels 
and Attempts to recover their loſt Liberties and Country, re- 
tired or were driven, ſome of them into Bretagne in France, but 
moſt of them into the two utmoſt Weſtern barren and moun- 
tainous Parts of this Country, called afterwards by the Saxons 


IWaliſhland, as the German, ſtill call Italy Welſhland, becauſe in- 


habired by the Ciſalpine Gauls ; and the French call our Country 
of Britons, Le Pais de Gallen. ” 


The Saxon ſolely poſſeſſed of all the beſt Parts of this Ile, 


were for a long time infeſted, and for ſome time almoſt ſub- 
dued by the Danes, and afterwards wholly by the Normans, who 
drove not out the Saxon, but mixed with them; fo that the Eu- 
gliſh Blood at this Day is a Mixture chiefly of Norman and Saxon, 


not without a I incture of Daniſh, Romiſb and Britiſh Blood. |

Account of the Number of People in England, will be very 
difficult, but a near Conjecture may be thus made. 
. England contains, according to the Calculation of Mr. Hough- 
ten, in his Account of the Acres and Houſes, with the pro- 
portional Tax of each County of England and Wales, printed 
Anno 1693. 1,175,951 Houſes. Now allowing to each Houſe, 
another, 6 Perſons, there will be found inall 7,055,706 
Souls, and amongſt them 1,0c00000 of Fighting- men. All the 


Souls in France are computed at 13,500,000, or at the moſt 
15,c00000, of which 270, oo are Church-men, beſides Nuns ; 


the Clergy of England are not 15000.

Curious 
Teleſcopes, Microſcopes, Perſpettives, Mirrors, Spheres, 
Globes, Charts, Maps, and all ſorts of Mathematical Inſtru- 
ments, Dials, Ballances, Sea-Compaſſes, &c. The late great 
Improvements in making Glaſs; of poliſhing the Infides 
of great Iron Guns; of weighing up Ships that are ſunk 
to the Bottom of the Sea; in Fiſhing, as they call it, for 
Money, loſt it may be oo Years ago: And many other noble 
Inventions and Improvements ; as weaving Silk-Stockings, 
Mills of Copper, Gunpowder, Poliſhing Glaſs, G. Mortlack 
Tapeſtry, Earthen-Ware of Fulham, Speaking-Trumpets, mak-

e was very early planted in Exgland; but when, or 


_ by whom, is very uncertain ; probably in the latter end of 
the firſt, or the beginning of the ſecond Century. In Tertuli- 
an T ime, even that Part of Britain which did not own the Ro- 

1 man 
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man Yoke, ſubmitted to the Name of Chriſt. Three Britiſb 
Biſhops of Caerleon (as tis ſuppoſed) of London, and of York, 
ſubſcribed the Canons of the Council of Arles, A. C. 314. Un- 
der them were (as is ſaid) 25 other Biſhops; which Number 
of Biſhops (conſidering that the Province then reach'd as far as 
Graham s-Dike) was much the ſame as there are now. | | 
The Britiſh Church, upon the Invaſion of the Saxons, was, 
with its People, driven into the Weſtern Parts, as, Valet, Glo- 


ceſterſbire, Somerſetſbire, Devonſhire, and Cornwal, Where it conti- 


nued. When Auguſtin the Monk converted Erhelbert, King of 
Kent, and his People to Chriſtianity (A. C. 596.) by Orders of 
his Maſter Pope Gregory the Great, he labouted to bring the 
Britiſh Biſhops to acknowledge the Pope's Authority, and him 
as their Archbiſhop. This when they refuſed to do, the Saxons, 
by his Inſtigation, fell upon 1200 Monks and Prieſts of the Bri- 
tiſb Nation and kill 'd them. | 

The Saxons, and after them the Normans, owned 5 Popes Au- 
thority; and after King John had baſely ſubjected his Crown to 
the Pope, the better thereby to free himfelf from his too pow- 
erful Barons, England was, till the Reformation, one of the 


tameſt Countries that any where ſubmitted to the Roman Yoke. 
Our Parhaments indeed, did many times exert themſelves vi. 


goroully ; but ſtill the Papal Yoke lay heavy upon the Shou]. 
ders of the whole Nation: But in Heury the VIII's Time, when 
Luther's Preaching had alarmed the greateſt Part of the King- 
doms of the North, and inſpired them with almoſt an uni- 
verſa} Conſent to ſet their Conſciences free at once from the 
Romiſb Tyranny, England joined in with the general Torrent, 
Henry VIII. himſelf being enraged at Pope Clement VII's Uſage 
of him in the Matter of his Divorce from Queen Catharine of 
Auſtria, aboliſh'd the Pope's Supremacy, and ſeiz d upon all the 
Monaſteries and other Religious Houſes in England, and divided 
their Lands amongſt the Nobility and Gentry of the King- 
dom ; but in other Articles of Religion he continued a Pa- 
piſt: So that the Reformation went on but lamely in his 


Time. Under his Son Edward VI. it gaind more Ground; 


and the Superſtitions of Pogery were almoſt entirely 
aboliſh'd. Queen Mary, who reignd but 5 Years, brouaht 
Popery in again: But the bloody Executions of above go 
Proteſtants in her Time, who were burnt for their Faith, did 
fo alienate the People's Affection from her, that Queen E/7- 
2abeth, who ſucceeded ber, found it no difficult Matter to ſettle 
the Reformation again upon that Foot on which it ſtill con- 


tinues.

Biſkops were then Conſecrated by other Biſhops, whoſe Suc- 
ceſſion was unqueſtionable from the firſt Planters of Chriſtia- 
nity among aus, and placed in every See where there had been 


Diſpops formerly: Articles of Religion were appointed, which 
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till are required be to Subſcribed and Aſſented to by every 


Man that takes any Eccleſiaſtical Preferment in our Church: 
And a Liturgy was enacted to be obſerved in performing Di- 


vine Service in the Engliſh Tongue: Afterwards, in K. Jamer's 


Time, a Bock of Canons was alſo ſet forth, by which the 
Diſcipline of the Church-of England was ſettled. And from all 


| theſe any Man may frame an Idea of our Church. 


And tho? there be ſeveral other Perſuaſions in this Nation, 
that differ from the Church of England, as eſtabliſhed by Law, 
and that were liable to ſome Inconveniencies becauſe of their 
Perſuaſions till of late, ſuch as Prerbyterians, Independants, and 
Anabajtifts; nevertheleſs, ſince this happy Revolution, all his 
Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjects, diſſenting from the Church of 
England, are by an Act in the Firſt of King Wiliam and 
Queen Mary, exempred from the Penalties of certain Laws 
therein mentioned. So that no Man is to be moleſted upon 
account of his Religion, that takes the Oath of Allegi- 
ance to his preſent Majeſty, and ſubſcribes the Declaration 
enjoined in an Act of 30 Car. II. entituled, An A# to prevent 
Papiſts from Sitting in either Houſe of Parliament, when tendred 
fo them. ; . 
There is alſo a Toleration granted to the Quakers, who ſcru- 


ple the taking of an Oath ; and the Declaration every ſuch Per- 


1on ſhall make and ſubſcribe, is as follows;

By our Inland Trade, we , pear 1n time of Peace to have 


great Stocks of Money, well divided into many Purſes. 


But that which makes us moſt conſiderable in the Eye of 
the World, is the wonderful Greatneſs of our Maritime Trade ; 
for upon the Three Articles of Exportation, Tranſportation or 
Re- exportation, and Importation, no Kingdom or State in the 


World can any ways match us. Fance pretends to little 
more than the firſt of theſe ; Spain, Italy, and the two Northern 
Crowns, to the Firſt and Third ; Holland only vies withus in the 


Second. 


5 then for Exporration, our Country produces many of the 
moſt ſubſtantial and neceſſary Commodities in the World, as 
Butter, Corn, Cattle, Cloth, Iron, Lead, Tis, Copper, Leather, Cope» 
ras, Pit-coal, Allom, Saffron, &c. 

Our Corn ſometimes preſerves other Countries from ſtarving ; 
as it has lately done Holland, Flanders, and Portugal. Our Hor- 
ſes are the moſt ſerviceable in the World, and highly valued 
for their Hardineſs, Beauty, Strength, Courage, Goings, by 
all Nations. With Beef, Mutton, Pork, Poultry, Bisket, we 
Victual not only our own Fleets, but all Foreigners that come 
and go. Our Iron we export manufactur'd in Great Guns, Car- 
caſſes, Bombs, &. Our Cloth is fent to all parts of the World, 
the Baltic, the Mediterranean, the Eaſt and Weſt-Indies, &c. | 

The ManufaQtures of Wool in Broad-Cloth, long and ſhort ; 
Northern Dozens, Raſhes, Kerſies, Bays, Serges, Flannel, Per- 


peruano's, Says, Stuffs, Frize, Penniſtone, Stockings, Caps, 


Ruggs, Ce. exported, may he computed to a mount to two Milli- 
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ons err Amum. Dr. D'avenant and Mr. King. having calculated 
the yearly Produce of Wool in England to be Two Millions 
Sterling, and that the ſame, when Manufactured, will be Eight 
Millions, they allow Six Millions for Home Conſumption, and 
Prodigious and almoſt incredible is the Value hkewiſe of 
other Goods from hence Exported ; viz.

lance on the Engliſh Side: Vet, doubtleſs, the Nation loſt year- 
ly by the French Trade a conſiderable Sum. | 

And at the ſame time, all the Commodities exported out of 
England into France, as Woollen Cloth, Serges, Knit Stockings, 
Lead, Pewter, Allum, Coals, &. did not amount to above 
1,000,000 J. per An. So that the Nation was yearly impoveriſhed 
by the French Trade, almoſt 600,000 J. per Amum. Thus our 
Gold: and Silver was exported to fetch from thence ſtrong 


Drink and Fripperies, to the Debauching and Emaſculating our 


Bodies and Minds. 


For the Toys of other Nations we likewiſe expend great 
Sums of Money, or leſſen our Effects abroad by Bills of Ex- 


change, and that (which is the greateſt Shame of all co us} 
even for bare Freight, ſuffering the Hollenders, Flemings and 


Hamburgers, to be (in amanner) the common Carriers between 
us and all Parts of the World; a Grievance which the AQ of 


Navigation, 12 Cha. II. reſtrain'd, by forbidding all Foreign< 
ers to import any thing hither, but each one the Product of his 


own Country. | ; 
In ancient Times the great Trade of this Nation conſiſted in 


unmanufactur'd Wool, which Foreigners coming from all 


Parts, bought of us; inſomuch that the Cuſtoms of Engliſh 
Wool exported in Edward the Third's Reign, amounted at 505. 
a Pack to 250,000 J. per Ann. an immenſe Sum of Money in 
thoſe Days: And that exceſſive Cuſtom upon unmanufattur'd 


Wool foon gave Encouragement to the making of Cloth here, 


more effectually than the Laws againſt Exportation of Wool 
are now found to do: Yer moſt of this Wool being ſent but 
juſt croſs the Seas, to Flanders, France or Holland, the Exporta- 
tion for the moſt part was in very ſmall Veſſels to what are 
now in uſe; and neither of the Indies being then diſcover'd 
to our Merchants, we had for almoſt two Centuries after bur 
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36 The Puſent State Part I. 
few Ships of any conſiderable Bigneſs. In the Year 1540, 
there were but four Ships in the Thames ſo big as to be compu - 
ted each at 120 Tuns, beſides the Navy-Royal. And towards 
the latter end of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, tis faid, there was 
not in all England above three Merchants Ships of 300 Tuns 
and upwards each. And how little our Maritime Trade in 
Queen Elizabeth's Time was, appears by the Cuſtoms. in all 

England not amounting to above 30 or 40000 J. per Ann. And 
how much the Stock of Money in the Nation hath ſince King 


Jammer s Time increaſed, may in part be computed by the Price 


of Lands, which were Auno 16 20, at 12 Years Purchaſe, and now 
at 21 Or 23. : | 

Our Fiſh-Trade would be very conſiderable, if that of the 
Hollanders was not much more. The Red-Herrings at Yarmouth, 
Pilchards in the Weſt, Cod-Fiſh in Newfoundland and New- En- 
gland, are very advantageous Branches. - | 

'They that compute the Caſh, as Sir Wiliam Petty did, at 
6,000,000 l. come doubtleſs very ſhort of the whole: And when 
he computes the Shipping of England at 600,000 Tun, I am per- 
ſwaded he doth not exceed. 7 55 

We have divers very conſiderable Societies of Merchants, 
who have great Stocks, and deep Knowledge in the Myſteries 
of Trade; the Merchants. Adventurers, the Turkey, the Eaft-India, 
the Muſcovy, the Eaſtland, the Greenland, the Spaniſh, the African, 
the Hudſons-Bay, and the Sourh-Ses Companies. Some of theſe 


trade in Joint-Stock, as the Eaf-India and African Companies, 


that Part of the Turkey call'd the Morea Company, the Greenland : 
The others act upon ſeparate Stocks, but in a publick Commu- 
nity as to the defraying of publick Expences, keeping out In- 


terlopers, and the like. 


In a word, Great-Britain may juſtly be counted the princi- 


pal Nation for Trade in the whole World, and indeed the moft 


proper for Trade, being an Iſland which hath many commodi- 
ous Ports and Havens, natural Products, conſiderable Manu- 
factures, great Encouragement from the State for the ſake of 
Cuſtoms and Duties paid, the Breeding of Seamen, and the En- 
creaſe of Shipping, Freedom in Religion, the Pleaſure and 
Healthfulneſs of our Clime, the Eaſe and Security of our Go- 
3 all conducing to the Encouragement of Maritime 

rade. 5 

And no Jeſs Advantages have we for Inland Trade. The 
Freedom of Cities and Burroughs is eafily purchaſed. We have 


very few Holidays beſides Sundays, in which the Poor do not 


work, wiz. ſcarce 12 in a Year, except occaſional Faſts and 
Thankſgivings. We have, in Favour of Diſſenters, Relaxation 
of the Pena! Laws. The Intereſt of Money is here but 5 per 
Cent at the utmoſt, and upan ſome Securities leſs.

Of the Government of England in general. 


HE Kingdom of England is an Hereditary Limited Mo- 
narchy, governed by one Supreme Independent Head, 
according to the known Laws and Cuſtoms of the 
Kingdom. | \ 

It is a Monarchy free from all Interregnum, and with it from 
many Miſchiefs whereunto EleQive Kingdoms are ſubje&, 


It is ſuch a Monarchy, as that, by the neceſſary Concurrence 1 
of the Lords and Commons in the making and repealing all ; 
Statutes or Acts of Parliament, it hath the main Advantages | 
of an Ariſtocracy, and of a Democracy, and yet free from the Diſ- 
advantages and Evils of either, | N 
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It is ſuch a Monarchy as, by moſt admirable Temperament, 


a d much to the Induſtry, Liberty, and Happineſs of the 
3 reſerves enough for the Majeſty and] Prerogative 
of any King that will own his People as Subjects, not as 
Slaves.

or to counterfeit the King's Seals, or his Monies, is made 
e On ; becauſe by all theſe the King's Perſon is repre- 
ented.

The certain Revenues of the King of England were anciently 
enough to diſcharge all the ordinary Expences of the Crown, 
without any Tax or Impoſt upon the Subject. 

Upon the happy Reſtauration of King Charles the Second, the 
Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, finding the 
Crown. Revenues much alienated, and the Crown-Charges ex- 
ceedingly encreaſed, by reaſon of the late vaſt Augmentation 
of the Revenues and Strength by Sea and Land of our two 
next Neighbour-Nations abroad, did unanimouſly conclude, 
That for the Peace and Security, for the Wealth and Honour 
of the King and Kingdom, it would be neceſſary to ſettle up- 
on his Majeſty a yearly Revenue of Twelve hundred thouſand 
Pounds; and accordingly, with the King's Conſent, at the 
humble Requeſt of the Lords and Commons, there was eſta- 
bliſhed by Impoſts upon imported and exported Goods, upon 
Liquors drank in England, and upon Fire-Hearths ; ſo much as 
Was judged would bring upthe formerimpaired Crown=-Revenues 
to the {aid Sum. But the Impoſt upon Fire-Hearths the late 
King William and Queen Mary of ever blefſed Memory were 
graciouſly pleaſed by Att of Parliament to remit. At the Death 
of K. Charles II. the Revenue amounted to about 1,800, 200 J. per 
Am. and in K. James II's Reign in the Time of Peace, it was 


rais'd to 2, oo, o J. yearly, Notwithſtanding which, the whole 
yearly Revenues of the King of England was not then above 


the Tenth Part of the Revenues of his Kingdom; whereas the 
King of France hath yearly above One hundred and Eighty 
Millions of Livres, which is above Twelve Millions of Pounds

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Sterling, a Fourth Part of the whole Revenue of France; and 
the publick Revenue of the United Netherlands, coming all 
out of the Subjects Purſes, is above Six Millions of Pounds

3 Charge of the Government, or Civil Liſt, as 
it is now called, was upon Her late Majeſty's Acceſſion to the 
Crown: ſettled by Parliament at Seven hundred thouſand 
Pounds per Annum, upon the beſt Funds in England. And the 
Crown of England, before this long but neceſſary War, was as 
little in Debt, as perhaps any State of ſo great a Conſideration 
in the World. - 5 | 
Reſpect. ] In Conſideration of theſe, and other tranſcendent 
Excellencies, no King in Chriſtendom, nor other Potentate, re- 
ceives from his Subjects more Reverence, Honour, and Reſoect than 
the King of England All his People at their firſt Addreſſes 
kneel to him: He is at all Times ſerved upon the Knee; all 


| Perſons (not the Prince, or other Heir apparent excepted) 


ſtand bare in the Preſence of the King, and in the Preſence. 
Chamber, though in the King's Abſence. | 

Any Thing or A& done in the King's Preſence, is preſumed 
to be void of all Deceit and evil Meaning; and therefore a Fine 


levied in the King's Court, where the King 1s preſumed to be 


preſent, doth bind a Feme Covert, a married Woman, andothers, 
whom ordinarily the Law doth diſable to tranſact. 

The King's only Teſtimony of any thing done in his Pre. 
ſence, is of as high a Nature and Credit, as any Record; and in 
all Writs ſent forth for the Diſpatch of Juſtice, he uſeth no 


other Witneſs but himſelf, viz. Teſte meipſo. 


Arms. ] Ir is the Common Tradition, that after the Con- 


queſt the Kings of England bare Two Leopards, borne firſt by 


the Conqueror, as Duke of Normanay, (and it is remarkable 
rhat they belong to His preſent Majeſty, as he is Duke of 


Brunſwick) till the Time of Henry the Second, who in Right of 


his Mother annex'd her Paternal Coat, the Lyon of Aquitain, 
which being of the ſame Field, Metal, and Form with the 


Leopards, from thence-forward they were jointly marſhalled in 


one Shield, and blazoned Three Lyons, as at preſent. 

King Edwardthe Third, in Right of his Mother, claimingthe 
Crown of France, with the Arms of England, quartered the Arms 
of France, which then were Azure, Semee de Flower-de-Luces, Or; 
Afterwards changed to Three Flower-de-Luces ; whereupon Henry 


the Fifch of England cauſed the Engliſh Arms to be changed like- - 


wiſe. King James, upon the Union of England and Scotland, 
cauſed the Arms of France and England to be quartered with 
Scotland and Ireland, and thus Blazoned.

The Arms of France were placed firſt, for that France is the 
greater Kingdom; and becauſe from the firſt bearing thoſe 
Flowers have been always Enſigns of a Kingdom; whereas the 
Arms of Englazd were orginally of Dukedoms, as aforeſaid.

CHAP. III 


Of Succeſſion to the Crown of England, and of the King's 
7 Minority, Incapacity, and Abſence. 


HE King of England hath Right to the Crown by Inhe- 
ritance, and the Laws and Cuſtoms of England. 

Upon the Death of the King, the next of Kindred, born of 

Parents in lawful Wedlock, though born out of the Domini- 


ons of England, or born of Parents not Subjects of England, 


(as by Law and many Examples in the Englifh Hiſtories it doth 
manifeſtly appear) is immediately King, before any Proclama- 


' tion, Coronation, Publication, or Conſent of Peers and People. 


T he Crown of England from the Father to the Son, and his 
Heirs ; for want of Sons, to the Eldeft Daughter and her Heirs ; 
aad for want of Daughter, to the Brother and his Heirs ; and 
for want of Brother, to the Siſter, and her Heirs. The Salique 
Law, or rather Cuſtom of France, hath here no Force. 

Formerly at the Death of every King, not only the Offices 
of the Court, but all Commiſſions Civil and Military expired; 
but now they are to continue in force ſix Months longer. 

MBinozity.) If the King be likely to leave his Crown to an In- 
fant, he doth uſually by Teſtament appoint the Perſon or Per- 
ſons that ſhall have the Tuition of him; ſometimes, for want 
of ſuch Appointment, a fit Perſon of the Nobility or Biſhops is 
made choice of by the Three States aſſembled in the Name of 
the Infant King, who by Nature and Alliance, hath moſt In- 
tereſt in the Preſeryation of the Life and Authority of the In- 
fant, and to whom leaft Benefit can accrue.by his Death or Di- 
minution ; as the Uncle by the Mother's Side, if the Crown 
come by the Father, and ſo vice werſa, is made Protector: So 
during the Minority of Edward the Sixth, his Uncle by the 
Mother's Side, the Duke of Somerſet had the Tuition of him, 
and was called ProteFor : And when this Rule hath not been 


obſerved (as in the Minority of Edward the Fifth) it hath pro- 


ved of ill Conſequence. 


Ablence.] If the King was abſent upon any foreign Expedi- 


tion, or otherwiſe, the Cuſtom was to conſtitute a Vicege- 
rent by Commiſſion under the Great-Seal, giving him ſeveral 
Titles and Powers, according as the neceſſity of Affairs have 
required.; ſometimes he hath been called Lord Warden or Lord 
Keeper of the Kingdom, and therewith hath had the general 
Power of a King, as was practis d during the Abſence of Ed- 
ward the Firſt, Second, and Third, and of Henry the Fifth.

for the Defence of his Father's Dominions, the Proteſtant Re-

The Biſhop of Oſuaburg had there a Body of Troops conſiſting 
of ooo Men, Monſieur de Chauvet was General of the Troqps 
of Zell, and the Duke of Holſtein - Ploen commanded all the For.

rity of the above-mention'd Princes; and the Honour of that 
Victory, which ſeveral Relations have erroneouſly attributed 


to the old Duke of Lorain (who was not there) was wholy due 


tothem. Our preſent King, then EleQoral Prince, accompa- 


nied his Father.in the ſeveral Campaigns and Sieges of Ma- 
ſtricht and Charleroy, the Succeſs whereof, tho' not ſo happy as 
the former, did notwithſtanding form Him to the Buſineſs of 


War. He aſſiſted at the raiſing the Siege of Vienna, and the 
Defeat of the Turks. In the Year 1684, he made three Cam- 
paigns in Auſtria and Hungary, where he commanded a Body of 
19000 Men of the Troops of the Houſe of Brunſwick, at the 
Siege of Newhauſel, having under him that experienced Gene- 


ral, Monſieur de Chauvet. Then he aſſiſted at the Battel of 


Hartzan, and at the Expedition of the Bridge of Eſecł, accom- 
panied by General Bei/david, and ſeveral other Perſons of emi» 
nent Parts and Diſtin&ion. After which in the Year 1689, he 
commanded a Body of 8000 Men before Mentz and Bonne, which 
much contributed to the Reduction of theſe two important 
Garriſons. In the Year 1690, he commanded a Body of 11000 
Men with the Spaniards ; and in 1692. and 1693, another Bo- 
dy of the like Number, being all his Father's Troops, under 


King William. In the Holſtein Campaign his Preſence, Coun-

cultivated by his Embaſſies : Finally, the firſt acknowledging 
him Elector of the Empire, and now K. of Great-Britain, France 
and Treland, by the unanimous Voice of the whole Empire : 


All thoſe remarkable Things, are the particular Bleſſings of 


Providence, and the illuſtrious Effects of his good Government 
In Time paſt, and benign Preſages of what is to come; ſo that 


is Enemies themſelves, if ſo Great and Wiſe a Prince can have 


any, are obliged to own the good Order and Management of 
bis Revenues, his Clemency and Juſtice to his Subjects, his 
ſtrict Adherence to his Royal Word, his Perſeverance in his 
Alliances, and the good Diſcipline of his Troops, which may 
be truly called Regular, becauſe he never makes uſe of them 
through Ambition, Covetouſneſs, or the Deſire of Oppreſſing 
his Neighbours. Reaſon and Equity are the Meaſure of all his 


Actions, and diſtinguiſh his Conduct from that of many other 


Sovereigns. Ina Word, he is not only a great Prince, but 
2lſo a good and a juſt Man, Qualities that are rare enough, 
and which are ſeldom found amongſt the Great. His Temper 
is free and eaſy in Converſation, and his Judgment ſolid, po- 
lite, and profound in Matters under Debate: His Equipage 
of all Sorts, and the Number of his Officers, Servants and 
Tomeſticks of all Ranks and Qualities, were ever proportiona- 
ble to his Grandeur; and, tho' a very provident Prince, yet he 
ares nothing when there is Occaſion to make a Royal Figure. 


His Kindnefs to the Officers and Servants of the late Duke of 


Zell, does Honour to the glorious Memory of ſuch an Uncle, 

and to the Generoſity of himſelf the Succeſſor. 
Ihe ExaQneſs of thoſe concern'd in the Management of his 
Revenues in his former Sovereign Station, in paying ready 
Money, and at the appointed Time, all Sorts of Wages, Pen- 
ſions and Aſſignments, without any Diſcount or other Exacti- 
| ons, 
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ons, are ſufficient Proofs of his wiſe Adminiſtration, the Vigi- 
lance of his Officers, and what he will expect now of all that 
ſer ve him in the like Capacity here. | 
The Taxes upon his Trans-Marine Subjects have been al- 
ways moderate, paid with Chearfulneſs, and ſometimes he 
took leſs than his States granted him, The Farmers and Huſ- 
bandmen of that Country live in Lent, or at leaſt at their 
Eaſe ; and none of his Subjects are ſenſible of the Rigours of 
Slavery, nor any of his Servants made uneaſy in the Diſcharge 
of their Duties. There is, perhaps, in the whole Empire, no 
Government more gentle and better regulated, nor in Pro- 
portion to the Extent of it, of greater Credit and Reputation, 
when the Prince had occaſion to exert himſelf; nor has any 


attach d to the particular Intereſt of their Maſter, and the com- 
mon Good of their Country, than that his Majeſty had at Ha- 
zover, which is a manifeſt Indication of his Wiſdom and Know. 
ledge of Men. 


paigns in Flanders and Germany, to which that warlike Body af 
16 or 17000 Men, always maintain'd by his Electoral High- 
neſs, now King of Great-Pritain, & c. have ſo glorioufly cans

His Majeſty has likewiſe made an Acquiſition of the County

The reſt of the Iſſue of the Princeſs Sophia, by his moſt Serene 
Highneſs Erneſt Auguſtus, Elector of Brunſwick Lunenburgh, were 
Frederick Auguſtus, their ſecond Son, born October 3d, 1661, and 
{lain in Tranſilvania, valiantly fighting againſt the Turks, Anno 
1690, unmarried. The third Son, Maximilian Milliam, born 
December 23d, 1666, now living and in the Service of his Impe- 
rial Majeſty, unmarried. The fourth Son Charles Philip, born 
Ofober 13th. 1669, and kill'd at the Battel of Cofſaneck in Tranſil- 
vania, fighting againſt the Turks, Anno 1690. The fifth Son, 


born September 29, 1671, Was ſhot in the very Heat of the Acti- 


on, and unfortunately drown'd in the Danube, in the Battle of 
Munderkingen, between the Imperial and French, and Bavarian 
Forces, Anno 1703, unmarried. The ſixth Son, Erneſt Auguſtus, 


born Sept 17, 1672, and is yet living unmarried at Oſnabrugh 


of which which he is Lay-Bithop, or Sovereign. So that the 
Firſt, Third, and Sixth, are only ſurviving. : 

Sophia Charlotta their only Daughter was born October the 12th, 
1668, and in the Year. 1684, became the ſecond Wife of Frede- 
rick III. Marquiſs of Brandenburgh, Great Chamberlain, and 
Prince EleQor of the Sacred Roman Empire; and Anno 1700, 
with the Conſent of the late Emperor Leopald, aſſumed the Title 
of King of Praſſia, and died in the Year 1712. This beautiful 
and excellent Princeſs dy'd at Hanover Feb. 1705, having had 
Iſſue by his late Priſian Majeſty, Two Sons, Frederick Auguſtus, 
born Anno 1685, who died in the Year following. Frederick- 
William, now King of Pruſſia, born Auguſt 4. 1688. whoſe Mar- 
riage with his Couſin-German Sophia- Dorothea of Brunſwick Lu- 
nenburgh, as is mention'd before, and by whom fhe had Iſſue 
Fredericł. Lewis, entituled Prince of Orange, born 170%, and died 
the next Year.

Eldeſt Son. | The Elaeſt Son of the King was ſometimes 
ſtiled, in the Saxon · times, Clito, quaſi K? , IMuſtris: And fo 
likewiſe Atheling, or Atheling, which is a Patronymic of the 


Saxon Word Athel, Nobilis. As Eadgaring was the Son of Ead- 


gar, ſo Atheling the Son of a Nobleman, was afterwards uſed 
only for the King's Elacſt Son. He is born Duke of Cornwal; 
and as to that Dutchy, and all the Lands, Honours, Rents, 
and great Revenues, belonging thereunto, he is upon his Birth- 


Day preſumed, and by Law taken to be of full Age; ſo that

This tranſcendent Honour of being Magne Britanie Princeps, 
or Prince of Wales, is now in the Perſon of his Royal High- 
neſs, George Auzuſtus, Prince Electoral, only Son of the King's 
Majeſty, who was born at Hanwer the 3oth of Ofober 1683, 
and in September 1705 married the Excellent Princeſs Milhel- 
mina Carolina, Daughter of John Frederick, Marquiſs of Bran- 
denburgh- Anſpack, by Eleanor- Erdmuth- Louiſa his ſecond Wife, 
Daughter of John- George, Duke of Saxe Eyſenach; which Prin- 
ceſs was born the Firſt Day of March 1683, by whom he has had 
Iſſue Frederick-Lewis, Prince of Brunſwick, born at Hanover Au 
nuary 3oth 1706; and three Princeſſes, Anne, Amalia-Sophia-

Soon after the Death of his Grand father by the Mother's 


Side the Duke of Zell, his Royal Highneſs was elected Knight 


of the Garter; the Enſigns and Habits of which Order were 
ſent to him uno 1706: And in the Year 1708, this moſt Ex- 


_ cellent Prince, the Hopes of Great. Britain, did in a very par- 


ticular Manner diſtinguiſh himſelf at the Battle of Oudenard, 
giving illuſtrious Proof of his early Valour, as well as thoſe 
other eminent Vertues that are conſpicuous in him. 

His Royal Highneſs, as an Addition of Honour from the late 


Queen, was Created Duke of Cambridge, and an Act of Parlia- 


ment paſs'd on purpoſe to give him the Precedence of all the 
reſt of the Peers of Great-Britain; and by His Royal Father, 
immediately after his Acceſſion to the Crown of Great Britain, 
was created Prince of Wales; and is the only Prince of Wales,

By his Epiſcopal Order he may Ordain Deacons and Pries; he 
may Dedicate Churches and Burying- Places; may adminiſter the 
Rites and Ceremonies of Confirmation : and without a Biſhop 
none of theſe may be done. Of which Offices the Power of Or- 


dination has been ever ſince the Apoſtles Times underſtood to 


be inſeparable from the Office of a Biſhop. 

The JuriſdiFion of a Biſhop is either Ordinary or Delegated ; 
his Ordinary Juri ſdiction is what by the Law of the Land — 
to each Biſhop in his own Dioceſe; the Delegated is what t 
King is pleaſed to confer upon him, not as a Biſhop, but as he 
is a Subject, and a conſiderable Member of the Kingdom. 

In the Ordinary Juriſdiction of a Biſhop, as a Biſhop, may be 


conſider'd either the Juriſdigion it ſelf, or what is inſtated in 


him by tke Law of the Land, for the better Execution of that 
Juriſdiction. e | | | 
The Jurifdiction it ſelf is eſtabliſhed partly by Statute-Law, 
as to Licenſe Phyſicians, Surgeons, and School. Maſters; to unite 
and conſolidate ſmall Pariſhes: (N. B. That no Biſhop in England 
has this laſt Power now but the Biſhop of Norwich, and that enly 
within a certain Diſtance ; and he alone has ſuch a Power by virtue 
of which an Incumbent can take a third Living, by aw Archiepiſcopal, 
er Royal Diſpenſa:ion : otherwiſe in any other Dioceſe, he that has 
e Livings, cum curi Animarum, # 2 Pluraliſt, by the Statute 
75 21 Hen.

Arch⸗Biſhops. There are two Archiepiſcopal Sees in Eng- 
land, Canterbury and York, to which all the Biſhopricks in Eng- 
land and Wales are ſubject. Both were founded in the Savon 
Times, in the Metropolis of the ſeveral Kingdoms; Canterbury 
in the Head City of Kent, and York in the Capital of the King- 
dom of the Northumbrians. Their Rights, Powers and Privi- 
ledges, are now diſtincly known, and the See of Canterbury has 
the undiſpured Preeminence, which was long diſputed by the 
Arch-Biſhops of York. 1 

Canter burp.] Sraldus Cambrenſs writes, that the Arche 
biſhop of Canterbury anciently had Primacy as well over all e- 


land as England, and the Iriſb Biſhops received their Conſecrati- 


ons from him; for Ireland had no other Arch-biſhop until the 
Year 1152. He was therefore ſometimes call'd Alterius orbis 
Papa, & orbis Britannici Pontifex: He was ſo highly reſpected 
abroad, that in General Councils he was placed before all other 
Archbiſhops, at the Pope's right Foot. He was at home fo 
highly honoured by the King of England, that he was accoun- 
ted the ſecond Perſon in the Kingdom, and named and ranked 
even before the Princes of the Blood. | 

He is Primus Par Regni, the firſt Peer of England, and next to 
the Royal Family, to precede not only all Dukes, but all the 
great ( fficers of the Crown. | | | 

He is ſtiled Primate of al England, and Metropolitan, 
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At the ſolemn Coronation of King Charles the Second, it was 
expreſly order'd in doing Homage to the King, that according 


to ancient Cuſtom, the Archbiſhops and Biſhops ſhould pre- 


cede even the Duke of Terk, and all the Lay-Lords. f 

He is ſtiled by the King, in his Writs directed to him, Dei 
gratia Archiepiſcopus Cantuarienſis, and writes himſelf Divina 
Providentia, whereas other Biſhops write Diwina Permiſſione ; _ 

To Crown the King belongs to him; and it hath been reſol- 
ved, that whereſoever the Court ſhall happen to be, the 
King and Queen are Speciales, domeſtici Parochiani Domini Arch. 
Cant. 7 


The Biſhop of London is his Provincial Dean, the Biſhop of 
Wincheſter his Sub-Dean, the Biſhop of Lincoln his Chancellor, and 
the Biſhop of Rocheſter his Chaplain. | 


In writing and ſpeaking to him is given the Title of Grace 


(as is to all Dukes) and Moſt Reverend Fat hen in God. 


He hath by Common Law, within his own Province, the 
Power of Probate of all Teſtaments, and granting Letters of 
Adminiſtration, where the Party dying had Bona Notabilia, that 
is, five Pounds worth, or above, out of the Dioceſe wherein 
be died; or ten Pounds worth within the Dioceſe of London,

That it ſhall be Jawful for any 
Subject of Englaud, in caſe of defect of Juſtice in the Courts of 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to appeal to the King's Majeſty 
in his Courts of Chancery ; and that upon ſuch Appeal, a Com- 
miſſion under the Great Seal ſhall be directed to certain Perſons 
particularly deſigned for that Buſineſs; ſo that from the higheſt 
Court of the Arch- Biſhop of Canterbury, there lies an Appeal to 
this Court of Delegates; and beyond this to none other, except 
to the Houſe of Lords. 


To this Court belongs a ſtanding Regiſter, and the Court is 


kept in the Common Fall, in the Afternoon, the next day 
after the Prerogative.

The Patent of the Lord Admiral did anciently run thus: Au-

To the Lord High Admiral of England, is by the King en- 
truſted the Management of all Maritime Affairs, as well in 


reſpect of ſuriſdiction as Protection. He is that High Offi- 
cer, or Magiſtrate, to whom is committed the Government of 


the King's Navy, with Power of Deciſion in all Caſes Mar: 


time, as well Civil as Criminal; of all things done upon or be- 
yond the Sea, in any part of the World; all things done upon 


the Sea-Coaſt, in all Ports and Havens, and upon all Rivers 


below the firſt Bridge next towards the Sea. 

The Lord Admiral hath a Power to commiſſionate a Dice Admi- 
ral, a Rear Admiral, and all Sea Captains ; all Deputies for parti- 
cular Coaſt-; Coroners to view dead Bodies found on the Sea- 


Coaſts, or at Sea; Commiſſioners or Judges for exerciſing Faſtice 


in the Court of Admiralty, to Impriſon, Releaſe, & c. 
He hath ſometimes a Commiſſion to beſtow Knighthood on 


ſuch as ſhall deſerve it at Sea. 


To the Lord High Admiral belongs by Law and Cuſtom, all 
Penalties and Amercements of all Tranſgreſſors at Sea, on the Sea- 
ſhore, in Ports, and from the firſt Bridge on Rivers towards the

E Primum Mobile of the Civil Government of England, 
F from whence all the inferior Orbs derive their Motion, is 
that Noble, Honourable, and Reverend Aſſembly, called the 
Privy Council, which is a Court of great Antiquity and Ho- 


5 . nour. 


The primitive and ordinary Way of Government in England, 
was by the King and his Priuy- Council, and all our Kings have 
ated much by it, determining Controverſics of great Impor- 
tance, ſometimes touching Lands and Rights between Party 
and Party, whereof there are very many Precedents; and the 
Judges of England, in ſome difficult Caſes, were not wont to 
give Judgment until they had firſt conſulted the King or his 
Privy-Council, Moreover, the Lords and Commons aſſembled 


in Parliament, have oftentimes tranſmitted Matters of high Mo- 


ment to the King and his Privy Council, as by long Experience, 
better able to judge of, and by Secrecy and Expedition, bet- 
ter able to tranſact ſome State Affairs, than all the Lords and 


Commons together. 


At preſent the King and His Privy Council take Cognizance 
of few or no Matters that may well be determined by the 
known Laws, and ordinary Courts of Juſtice ; but only con- 


ſult for the publick Good, Honour, Defence, Safety, and Benefit 


of the Realm, not meddling with Matters that concern Free- 
holds, but Matters of Complaint, and ſudden Emergencies. 
A Privy-Councellor, tho' but a Gentleman, ſhall have Prece- 


dence of all Knights, Baronets, and younger Sons of all Ba- 
_ rons and Viſcounts. | | 


The Subſtance of their Oath is, That they ſhall according to 
their Power and Diſcretion, truly, juſtly and- evenly counſel 
and adviſe the King, in all Matters to be treated in his 
Majeſty's Council ; That they ſhall keep ſecret the King's

| By Force of this Oath, and the Cuſtom of the Kingdom of 
Zug and, a Privy-Counſellor is made without any Patent or

The King, with the Advice of his Privy Council, doth pub- 
liſh Proclamations binding to the Subject, provided they are 
not Mags. to Statute, or Common-Law, but in Execution 
Oi them.

Ie Members of this moſt Honourable Council, are ſuch as

They are all to wait on his Majeſty, and at Council- Board

At all Debates, the loweſt delivers his Opinion firſt, and the 

King laſt of all declares his Judgment, and thereby deter- 

mines the Matter of Debate. - 

A Council is ſeldom or never held without the Preſence of 

one of the Secretaries of State ; of whoſe Office and Dignity, 


much more conſiderable in England than in other Nations, take 


here this brief Account. A” 
Secretaries of State.) The King of England had anciently 

bur one Secretary of State, until about the End of Henry the 

Eighth's Reign, it was thought fit, that weighty and impor. 


tant Office thould be diſcharged by two Perſons, both of 


equal Authority, and both ſtiled Principal Secretaries of State. 
In thoſe days, and ſome while after, they ſat not at Council 
Board, but having prepared their Buſineſs in a Room ad joyn- 
ing to the Council-Chamber, they came in, and ſtood on either 
Hand of the King; and nothing was debated at the Table, un- 
til the Secretaries had gone through with their Propoſals. But 
Queen Elizabeth ſeldom coming to Council, that Method wa; 
altered, andthe Secretaries took their Places as Privy-Counſel- 
lors, which Dignity they have retained and enjoyed ever ſince; 


and a Council is ſeldom or never held without the Preſence of 


one of them at the leaſt. | 


Their Employment being of Extraordinary Truſt and Mul. 


tiplicity, renders them moſt conſiderable in the Eyes of the 
King, upon whom they attend every Day, as Occaſion re- 
quires; and of the Subject alſo, whoſe Requeſts and Defires 
are for the moſt part lodged in their Hands, to be repreſented 
to the King, and always to make Diſpatches thereupon, accor- 


5 ding to his Majeſty's Anſwers and Directions. 


The Correſpondence with all Parts of Great- Britain is, 
without Diſti- tion, managed by either of the Secretaries, re- 
Jating to the Church, the Army, the Militia, Grants, Par- 
dons, Diſpenſations, s But as for Foreign Affairs, all the 
Nations which have intercourſe of Buſineſs with Great - Britain, 
are by them divided into two Provinces, the Northern and Scu- 
thern ; of which the Northern is uſually under the Junior Se- 
cretary, and contains Scandinavia, &c. The Southern under the 
Senior, and contains, Flanders, France, &C. 

They have this ſpecial Honour, that if either of them be a 
Baron, he taketh place, and hath the Precedence of all other

The Secretaries of State have the Cuſtody of that Seal of the 
King, which is properly called the Signet; the Uſe and Appli- 
cation whereof, gives Denomination to an Office, conſtantly 
attending the Court, called the Signet-Offce, wherein there are 
Four Clerks, who wait alternately by Months, and prepare ſuch 
things as are to paſs the Signet, in order to the Privy-Seal, or

Theſe have no Fee from the King, but only Diet, which at 
Penſion is 200 J. yearly : Their Office is in Mhite- Hall: They 
wait by Month, each of them three Months in a Year. One 
of them always attends the Court whereſoever it removes, and 
by Warrant from the King, — — ſuch Bills or Letters for 
the King to ſign, as not being Matter of Law, are by any War- 
rants directed to them to prepare.

When the King is preſent with the Crown on his Head, 
none of the Lords are covered. 
The Judges ſtand till the King gives them leave to fit. | 
When the King is abſent, the Lords at their Entrance do Re- 
verence to the Chair of State, as is, or ſhould be done, by all 
that enter into the King's Preſence Chamber. 
The Judges then may fir, but may not be covered, till the 


Chancellor or Keeper fignifie to them the Leave of the Lords. 


The King's Council, and Maſters of Chancery, fit alſo, but may 
not be cover'd at all, | 

The Commons fit in their Houſe promiſcuouſly, only the 
Speaker hath a Chair or Seat fix'd towards the upper-end there- 
of; and the Clerk, with his Aſſiſtant, firs near him at the Table, 
zuſt below the Speaker's Chair. The Members of the Houſe of 
Commons never had any Robes, as the Lords ever had, except the 
Speaker and Clerks, who always in the Houſe wear Gowns, as 
Profeſſors of the Law, in Term-time do; and the four Mem- 
bers of the City of London, the firſt Day of every New Parlia- 
ment wear Scarlet-Gowns, and ſit all together on the Right= 
Hand of the Chair, next to the Speaker. | 

The Time of Sitting in Parliament is upon any Day in the 
Morning; only upon ſome high Feſtivals, or Faſt-Days, and 
Sundays, it hath not been uſual to aſſemble but upon the moſt 
urgent Oecaſions. The Speaker always adjourns the Houſe to 
Nine of the Clock in the Morning of ſuch Day as the Houſe

pon the Day prefix d by the King in the Writ of Summens, 
tac Kipg comes in Perſon, if to Weſtminſter, where P a 
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of late Years have conſtantly been held: At his Arrival there, 
twenty one great Guns on the other ſide of the River Thames are 
diſcharged, as they are again at His Majeſty's Return from the 
Houſe of Lords; in the Room next to which, call d the Prince's 


Chamber, the King puts on his Croun and Robes, and from 


thence is conducted into the Houſe of Lords by the Lord Great 
Chamberlain ; where being ſeated with his Crown on his Head, 
and cloathed in his Royal Robes, he ſends for the Commons 
by the Gentleman-Uſher of the Black- Rod, who at the Bar of 
the Houſe makes a Bow, and advancing a few Steps, a Second 
and a Third, ſaying, Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, The King 
commuenads this Honourable Houſe to attend him immediately inthe Houſe 
of Peers; and then retiring backwards, bowing, withdraws ; 
and the Commons forthwith attending His Majeſty in the 
Houſe of Lords, are in the King's Name, by the Lord Chan. 
cellor or Keeper commanded to chuſe them a Speaker. Where. 
upon they returning to their own Houſe, make choice of one 
of their own Members, whom afterwards, upon another Day 
appointed, they preſent to the King; and if approved of by 
His Majeſty ſitting on the Throne, all the Lords Spiritual and 


Temporal being in their Robes of Scarlet, he peritions His 


Majeſty, That the Commons may have, during their Sitting, 
free Acceſs to His Majeſty, freedom of Speech in their own Houſe, and 


Freedom from Arreſts : After which the King makes his Speech 
to both Houſes, the whole Houſe of Commons being preſumed * 


to be at the Bar of the Houſe of Lords. 
The manner of chuſing the Speaker, is, that any Member of 
the Houſe ſtanding up in his Place, and making a ſhort intro» 
duQory Speech, moves, That ſuch a Member of the Houſc as 
he then names, may take the Chair; and being ſeconded in that 
Motion by ſome other Member of the Houſe, if no Conteſt 
happen, they lead the Perſon fo named from his Seat ro the Bar 


of the Houſe, from whence they conduct him, bowing thrice, 


up the Houſe to the Chair, where being placed, he ſtands up, 
and Returns his Thanks ro the Houſe for the Honour they have 
done him, and modeſtly acknowledges his Inability to perform

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Before any Affair be meddled with, even before the choice of 
a Speaker, all the Members of the Houſe of Commons take 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy in the preſence of an 
Officer appointed by the King, who is uſually the Lord Stew- 
ard of his Majeſty's Houſhold: If the Parliament fit at Vest. 
»1inſter, the ſaid Oarhs are taken in the Room call'd the Court 
of Wards ; and ſince the Revolution, they take the New ones 
appointed by Act of Parliament, of 1ſt of WWiliam and Mary; 
and after the choice of the Speaker, do in the Houſe, at the 


Table, rake the ſaid Oaths again, and declare and ſubſcribe 


their Opinions againſt the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, In- 
vocation and Adoration ,of Saints, and the Sacrifice of the 
Maſs ; which Teſt the Lords alſo are now obliged to take, be- 
fore they can ſit and debate upon any Affair whatſoever.

The Power and Priviledges of both Houſes of Parliament ars

The Lords Houſe, not only jointly with the King and the 
Cimmons, hath a Power in making and repealing Laws, but alſo 
judging in the Arraignment of any Peer of the Realm, Im- 
peachments, putting Men to their Oaths, eſpecially in Mat- 
ters of Importance, as the Corruption of Judges and Magi- 
ſtrates, in Error, illegal Proceedings in other Courts, in Ap- 
peals from Decrees in Chancery, &c. 5 

The Lords that conform not to the Proteſtant Religion 
no ge ſit, nor have Suffrage in the Lords Houſe, by Stat.

All the Lords Spiritual and Temporal have this Priviledge, 
That if by reaſon of Sickneſs, or other Buſineſs, they cannot 
appear, they make their Proxies to Vote in their ſtead.

CHAP IV 


Of particular Governments ; and firſt, of the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal, Civil and Military Government of the King's 
Houſhold. 


"OR the Eccleſiaſtical Government of the King's Court, 
there is firſt a Dean of the Chapel- Royal, who is uſnally ſome 
Grave, Learned Prelate, choſen by the King, and who, as Dean, 
acknowledgeth no Superior but the King; for as the King's 
Palace is exempt from all inferior Temporal! Juriſdiction, ſe is 
his Chapel from all Spiritual: It is call'd Capella Dominica, the 
Domain Chapel; is not within the Juriſdiction or Dioceſe of any 
| Bithop, but as a Regal Peculiar, exempt and reſerved to the 
Viſitation and immediate Government of the King, who is 
Supreme Ordinary, as it were, over all England. „ | 
By the Dean are choſen all other Officers of the Chapel, 
namely a Sub-Dean, or Precentor Capelle ; thirty two Gentlemen 
of the Chapel, whereof twelve are Prieſts, and one of them is 
Confeſſor to the King's Houſhold, whoſe Office is to read 
Prayers every Morning to the Family, to viſit the Sick, to exa- 
mine and prepare Communicants, to inform ſuch as deſire Ad- 
vice in any Caſe of Conſcience, or Point of Religion, ec. 
The other twenty Gentlemen, commonly call'd Clerks of the 
Chapel, are with the aforeſaid Prieſts, to perform in the Chapel 
the Office of Divine Service, in Praying, Singing, Cc.

ſtice call d the KING's-BENCH. 


FA the Execution of Laws, after the Houſe of Lords in 


Parliament, the Higheſt Court in England at Common- 
Law, is the King's-Bench, ſo call'd, becauſe anciently the So- 
vereign ſometimes ſat there in Perſon on a high Bench, and 
bis Judges on a low Bench at his Feet, to whom the Judica- 


I ture 
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ture belongs in his abſence, or perhaps, becauſe this Court 


deter mines Pleas between the Crown and the Subject. 
In this Court are handled the Pleas of the Crown, all things 


that concern the loſs of Life or Member of any Subject; for 
then the King is concern'd, becauſe the Life and Limbs of the 
Subject belongs only to the King. Here are handled all Tea- 
ſons, Felonies, Breach of Peace, Oppreſſion, Miſgovernment, &c. This 


Court moreover hath Power ro examin and correct Errors in 


F:#o, and in Fure, of all the Judges and Juſtices of England in 
their Judgments and Proceedings; and this, not only in Pleas 


of the Crown, but in all Pleas, Real, Perſonal, and Mix'd, ex- 


cept only in the Exchequer. 

In this high Court {it commonly four grave reverend Judges, 
whereof the firſt is ſtiled the Lord Chief Fuſftice of the Ring 8 
Bench, and is created not by Patent, but by a ſhort Writ, thus;

Theſe Judges, and all the Officers belonging to this Court, 
have all Salaries from the King, and the chief of them have 
Robes and Liveries out of the great Wardrobe. i”. 

This Court may grant Prohibitions to keep other Courts, 


bot h Eccleſiaſtical and Temporal, within their Bounds and due 


Juriſdiction. 


The Juriſdiction of this Court is general, and extendeth to 


all England; (for the Law preſumes, that the Sovereign is al- 
ways there in Perſon.) | 

None may be Judges in this Court, unleſs he be a Sergeant 
of the Degree of the Coif; that is, a Sergeant at Law, who 
upon taking this high Degree, is oblig'd to wear a Lawn-Coif 
under his Cap always at the Bar. | 

The Juriſdiction of this Lord Chief Juſtice is very great over 
England, and even in Parliament- time; the Lords ſometimes 
waving their own Power, have directed him to ſend his War- 
rant to ſciʒe Perſons ſuſpected of Capital Crimes.

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Court fate anciently intra Cancellot, or Latices, as the Eaſt-end 
of our Churches, being ſeparated per Cancelos from the Body 
of the Church, as peculiarly belonging to the Prieſt, were 
thence call'd Chancels. 

This Court is the Offcina Juſtitiæ, the Womb of all our Fun- 
damental Laws, the Fountain of all our Proceedings in Law, 
the Original of all other Courts. It is as ancient as the 
Civility of the Nation, tho perhaps by another Name. 

This Court proceeds either ordinarily, according to the 
Laws, Statutes and Cuſtoms of the Nation, and in Latin grant- 
ing out Writs Mandatory and Remedial; Writs of Grace, or 


elſe according to Equity and Conſcience, and by Engliſh Bill : 


ſo that the Chancery hath two Courts in one; the Equitable 
part is by Bills, Anſwers, and Decrees, to examin Frauds, Com- 
binations, Truſt, Secret Uſes, &c. to moderate the Rigour of 
the Laws, and reſcue Men out of the Hands of their Oppreſ- 
ſors; to relieve a Man eſpecially in three things, viz. againſt 
Cheats, unfortunate Accidents, and Breaches of Truſt. | 
Out of this Court are iſſued Writs or Summons for Parlia- 
ments and Convocations, Edits, Proclamations, Charters, Pro- 
tections, Safe- conducts, Writs of Moderat a Miſericordia, when any 
Perſon hath been amerced too high, and for a reaſonable Part 
of Goods for Widows and Orphans, Patents for Sheriffs, Writs 
of Certiorari to remove Records and Falſe-Judgments in inferior 
Courts, Writs of Audita Querela, and Scire facias: Here are ſeal- 


ed and enroll'd Letters Patents, Treaties and Leagues with Fo- 
reign Princes, Deeds between Party and Party, touching their 


Lands and Eſtates, or Purchaſers taking Recognizances, and 
making of Extents upon Statutes and Recognizances for Pay- 
ment of Money, or Securing of Contracts, Writs Remedial 
or Magiſterial, Commiſſions of Appeal, Oyer and Terminer, &c. 
The Court of Common- Pleas, which are berwixt Subject and 
Subject, hath its Original and Commiſſion from the Chancery, 
and cannot hold Pleas without it. 
For the Latin Part of this Court, are the Twenty-four Curſ-

which being cloven aſunder by the Deputy Chamberlains, one 
part thereof call'd the Stock, is deliver'd ro the Party thai pæys 
that Money, and the other part, call'd Counter- Stock or Coun- 
rerfoil, remains with them, who afterwards deliver it over to 
the other Depuries, to be kept till it be called for, and join'd 
with the Stock; after which they fend it by an Officer of 
their own to the Pipe, to be applyed to the Diſcharge ct the 
Accomptant.

Commiſſion under the Great Seal, are called Juices of the Peace, 
at firſt ſt:1'd Wardens of the Peace, and ſuch of them whom the 
King doth more particularly confide in or reſpect, are call- 
Juſtices of the Quorum: from theſe Words in the Commiſſion, 
Quorum A. B unum fc volumis; that is, fome Buſineſs of more 
Importance may not be tranſacted without the Preſence or Con- 
currence of one of them. Lo | 
One of the principal Juſtices of Peace and Quorum, is by the 
King made Cuſtos Rotulorum, fo called, becauſe he hath the Cu- 
ſtody of the Rolls, or Records of the Seffions, and is to bring 
them to each Quarter-Seſſions. | | 
The Original of Juſtices of the Peace is from the fourth 


Year of Edward the Third. 


Their Oihce is co call before them, examine, and commit 


to Prifon, all Thieves, Murtherers, wandring Rogues, thoſe 


that hold Confpiracies, Riots, and almoſt all other Dellu— 
guents that may occaſion the Breach of Peace and Quiet to the 
King's Subjects, to commit all ſuch to Priſon, as either can- 
not, or by Laware nor to be bailed; that is, cannot be {:t 
at Liberty by Sureties (taken for their Appearance at a Place 
and Time certain) and to fee theny brought forth in due tune 
to Tryal. | 
Nuarter-Zclions. | Every Quarter, or Three Months, the 
Juſtices meet alternately at the Shire and other chief Towns 
in their reſpective Counties, which are accordingly appoints 
ed by the Cuſtos Rotulorum, and there the Grand Inqueſt, or 
Jury of the County, is ſummon'd to appear, who upon Oath 
are to enquire cf all Traytors, Hereticks, Thieves, Murthe- 
rers, Money-Coiners, Riorers, G Thoſe that appear to be 
puilry, are by the ſaid Juſtices committed to Priſon, to be 
try'd at the next Aſſiz es, when the Judges go their Circuits

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Sheriffs.) For the Execution of Laws in every County, 
except Cumberland, Meſtmorland and Durham, the King every Mi- 
chachmas Term nominates for each County a Sheriff, ſo called 
from the Saxon Scyre-Gerefa, Præpoſitus, or Præfectus Comitatus, a 
Governor or Guardian of the County; for the Words of the

ihe Sheriff of each County hath a double Function: Furſt, 


Miniſterial, to execute all Proceſſes and Precepts of the Courts 


*t Law, and to make Returns of the ſame : Secondly, Tudicial, 
whereby he bath Authority ro hold Two ſeveral Courts of di- 
Jtindt Nature, the one called the Sheriff's Turn, which he hold- 
eth in ſcveral Places in the County, enquiring of all Criminal 
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| Offences againſt the Common Law, not prohibited by any Sta- 
tute: The other called the County Court, wherein he hears and 


determines Civil Cauſes of the County under Forty Shillings, 


Which anciently was a conſiderable Sum; ſo that by the great 
Fall of Monies now, the Sheriffs Authority in that part is 
much diminiſhed.

F the Military Power of England, both by Land and Sea, 
the King hath the ſole Supreme Power, Governmem, 
Command, and Diſpoſition ; And neither one nor both Houſes 
of Parliament have any Right to levy any Forces, or make 
any War ffenſtve or Defenſive, as they have at large declar'd 
in Parliament Auno 14 Car. II. but by the ſame At the King is 
oblig d to repay a Months Pay formerly advane'd, before he 
can raiſe the Militia; for which reaſon it has ever ſince been 
rais d by Act of Parliament. 

Beſides his Majeſty's Guards aforemention'd of Horſe, there 
are two Regiments of Foot-Guards, the firſt conſiſting of 
Twenty eight Companies, of Seventy private Soldiers in each 
Company; the ſecond, called the Cold-fream Regiment, con- 
ſiting of Eighteen Companies, of Seventy private Men in

- HE Kingdom of Great- Britain being on all ſides furroun- 


ded by the Sea, there will always be a Neceſſity of Mari- 


time Forces; and as Neighbours grow potent at Sea, the 
Kings of this Nation will be neceſſitated to augment their Ma- 
ritime Forces proportionably. | 

To the Crown of Great. Britain belongs the Dominion of 41! 
the Narrow Seas round about the whole Iſland of Great- 2ritain, 
and by ancient Right thereof it hath had Poſſeſſion in ] 
Times. Firſt, the Aborigines, or Ancient Pritains, were poſle(: 
thereof, (as Mr. Selaen makes appear) and in their Right the 
Romans held it: Then the Saxons having gotten Poſſeſſion ol 
England, kept that Dominion; their King Edgar, amongſt fi! 
Royal Titles, call'd himfelf Sovereign of the Narrow Seas. 


Atcere 
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| Afterwards the Normans poſſeſſing England, claim'd, and quiet- 
ly poſſeſs d the ſame Dominion; in Teſtimony whereof the 
Swedes, Danes, Hans-Towns, Hollanders, Zealanders, CC. were wont 
to ask leave to paſs the Britiſh Seas, and to take Licenſes to fiſh 
therein, and to this Day do ſtrike Sail to all the Ships of War 
belonging to the King, as oft as they paſs by any of them, 
thereby to expreſs that they acknowledge the Sovereignty of the 
Britiſh Seas to belong to this Nation, according to an Ordinance 
made at Haſtings in Suſſex, by John, King of England, about four 
Hundred and Fifty Years ago. : 

Henry VIII. in the Fifth Vear of his Reign, built a Ship, 


then accounted the greateſt that ever had been ſeen in Zyg- 


land, and named it Henry Grace de Dieu, or the Great Henry; it 
was 1000 Tun. _ 

In the Eighth Year of King James I. was built by the Lone 
doners, a Ship of 12co Tun, and call'd The Trades Increaſe ; 
which being loſt in the Eaft-Indics, King James caus d another 
to be built of 140 Tuns; which being given to Prince Henry, 
was by him nam'd The Prince. 55 

We have now many brave Firſt and Second Rate Ships; and 
even our Third Rates are now built ſo large and ftrong, that 
they may engage ſingly with a Firſt Rate Ship of any other 
Nation : See the Liſt of the Royal Navy.

King Edward the Third, who firſt erected this Court of Ami- 
ralty, as (ſome hold) made at Qzeenborough, 1375. very excellent 
Conſtitutions concerning Maritime Affairs, and many Statutes 
and Ordinances have been made by other Princes and People, 
as at Rome, Piſs, Genoa, Marſcilles, Barcelona and Meſſina. 
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The Cuſtoms and former Decrees of the Engliſh Court of Ad- 
j1iralry are there of force for deciding of Controveſies. Under 
this Court there is alſo a Court of Equity for determining Dif- 
ferences berween Merchants. 


In Criminal Affairs, which is commonly about Piracy, the 


Proceeding in this Court was by Accuſation and Information, 


according to the Civil Law, by a Man's own Confeſſion, ot 
Eye-witneſſes, by which any one was to be proved guilty be- 
fore he could be condemn'd ; but that being found inconve- 
nienr, there were two Statutes made by Hen VIII. that Crimi- 
nal Affairs ſhould be try'd by Wirneſſes and a Jury, and this 
by ſpecial Commiſſion of the King ro the Lord Admiral, 


wherein ſome of the Judges of the Realm are ever Commiſſio- 
ners, and the Trial according to the Laws of England, directed

Between the Common Law of England and the Admiralty,

When any Biſhop's See becomes vacant, the Dean and Chap- 
ter of that Cathedral giving notice thereof to the King, and 
humbly requeſting that His Majeſty will give them leave to 
chooſe another; the King hereupon grants to the Dean his 
Cong? d' Eſire, which in French (wherein it was anciently 
pena'd) ſignifies, leave to elect. Then the Dean ſummons 2 
Chapter, or Aſſembly of the Prebendaries, who are bound tq 
elect che Perſon recommended by the King's Letters, undef 
Pain of a Premunire. The Election is then certified to the 
Party elected, and if he accepts it, it is certified to the King. 
and the Archbiſhop of the Province; whereupon the King 
gives his Royal Aſſent under the Great Seal of England, which 
is exhibited to the Archbiſhop of the Province, with Com- 
mand to Confirm and Conſecrate him.

then preſents the ele&ed Biſhop, and returns the Citation, and 
deſires the Oppoſers to be publickly called three times; which 
being done accordingly, he accuſeth their Contumacy; and 
tor Penalty thereof, deſires that the Buſineſs may proceed, 
which the Vicar-General in a Schedule by him read and ſub- 
ſcribed, doth order. Next, the Proctor giving a Summary 
Peririon, wherein is deduc'd the whole Proceſs of Election and 
Conſent, defires a Time to be aſſigned to prove it, which the 

Vicar-General admits and decrees: After which the Proctor 
exhibits the Royal Aſſent, with the elected Biſhop's Aſſent, 
and the Certificate to the Archbiſhop, and deſires a Term pre- 
ſently to be aſſigned to hear final Sentence; which the Vicar- 
General decrees, Then the * deſires that all Oppoſers 
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ſhould again be called, which being thrice publickly done, and 
none appearing, or oppoſing, they are pronounced Contu. 
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macious, and a Decree made to proceed to Sentence, by a 
Schedule read and ſubſcrib'd by the ſaid Vicar-General. Then 
the Ele& Perſon takes the Oaths of Supremacy, Simony and Can. 
non: cal Obedience. | | 
Next the Judge of the Arches reads and ſubſcribes the Sen. 
tence, after which uſually there is an Entertainment made for 
the Officers and others there preſent. EE, 
After the Confirmation, then according to the King's Man. 
date, is the ſolemn Conſecration of the Elected Biſhop ; which 


is done by the Archbiſhop, with the Aſſiſtance of Two other 


Biſhops. | 
Next goes forth a Mandate from the Archbiſhop to the Arch. 
deacon of his Dioceſe, to Inſtal the Biſhop Elected, and Con. 
firmed, and Conſecrated : Which Inſtalment is almoſt after th- 
ſame manner in all Cathedrals, and 1s uſually thus: Upon any 
Day, between the Hours of Nine and Eleven, in the Preſence 
of a publick Notary, the Biſhop Elect, or his Proxy, which is 
moſt uſual, is introduced into the Cathedral Church, by the 
Archdeacon of Canterbury; by whom or his Proxy, all the Bi-

Charter of Donation is to be feen in Ingulphus and other Ay.

nat ionem (as many Pious Kings and Nobles ſince have done) au. 
geat Omnipotens Deus dies ej us proſperos, fi quis vero mut are vel mi.

_ never been Convicted of Practices, tending to-overthrow the 


Conſtitutions under which they have lived, which has been - 


ut too often experienc'd of the Papiſts amongſt our ſelves.

The 
Differences lie in the outward Adminiſtration of Eccleſiaſtical 
Government, who ſhall appoint the Governors of the Church, 
and what Sub-ordination there ſhall be or not be between them. 
The Presbyterians allow of no Sub-ordination in the Perſons of 
their Miniſters, but then they teach that every Miniſter ought 
alſo to be Obedient to the Claſs under which he lives, and 
that Claſs to a Synod Provincial, National or Oecumenical; and 


that the Power of Ordination ought to reſide in the Claſs; 


and that none ovght to adminiſter the Sacraments that are not 
Ordain'd by the Impoſition of Hands of other Miniſters, { 
the Government of the Church they call in Lay-Elders, and 
for the taking care of the Poor, they make uſe of Deacons, 
This, which is the Diſcipline of the Kirk of Scotland, where 
alſo a fuller Account ſhall be given of it, has been very little 
us'd ſince the Reſtoration of King Charles II. in England.

the Terms, Perſon and Trinity they reject, as not Spiritual; and 
they ſay farther, Thar the Word Perſon 1s roo Groſs to expreſs 
ſach an Union. "They refuſe therefore to ſubſcribe the Nicene 
and Athanaſian Creeds, and they ſeem to accuſe the Doctrines 
therein contained of Polytheiſm. As to the Doctrine of the In- 
carnation, as the Church of England holdeth it, they are not 
clear. They keep to no Scripture Phraſes, and own that the 
Godhead dwelt Bodily in Jeſus; but whether they mean any 
more thereby, than that the Light, which they call the Chriff 
within, dwelt in the Man Chriſt Jeſus fully, and was given 
to him without Meaſure, is uncertain ; For when they have 
been charg'd with Affir ming, That there is no other Chriſt but 
what is within them, they reply thus, When we ſay there is no 
other Chriſt than what is within us, we ſay true, becauſe 
Chriſt, as God, cannot be divided, and the Meaſure or Ma- 
nifeſtation of the Spirit of Chriſt in us, is not another, 
but a Manifeſtation of the ſame Chriſt, which did in fulneſs 
and bodily dwell in the Man Jeſus.” They never ſpeak of the 
Hypoſtatical Union of the two Natures, Divine and Human, 


in the Perſon of Jeſus Chriſt. Some of them have been charg- 


ed with allegorizing away the whole Hiſtory of the Crucifixi- 
on of Jeſus Chriſt at Jeruſalem, and of his Reſurrection and 
Aſcenſion; but this their Vindicators deny, and many of 
them have been very explicit in their Acknowledgment of the 
Reality of that Hiſtory; though they utreriy deny that the 
* outward Perſon who ſuffered his Body to be Cruciſied by the 
* 7ews, without the Gates of Jeruſalem, is properly the Son of 
God.“ It will not be difficult to collect how far they agree with 
the Church of England, in the Doctrine of the full and ſufficient 
Oblation and Satisfaction which Jeſus Chriſt made for the Sins of 
all Mankind at his Death. As to the Reſurrection of the Body, 
what they poſitively mean by it, they have never yet explain'd : 
Negatively they aflert, that the fame Natural and Fl:jhly Body, 
which was here upon Earth, ſhall not riſe, and in that they are 
very explicit, and pretend to prove their Aſſertion from 
St. Pauls Account of the Reſurrection, 1 Cor. 1 5 
A femous Leader of this Sec was one George Fox, a Journey- 
man Shoemaker of Mancheſter, who firſt Preach'd vp theſe Do- 
Cirines at Derby, in the Year 1650. He was a very Illiterate 
Man, and fo continu'd to his dying Day. At firſt he was fol- 
low'd by ſeveral Mechanicks and Women in the North of Zug- 
land, who were accus'd of Blaſphemy, and himſelf was Try d 
for it at Lancaſter and Acquitted. By degrees they got South- 
ward, and they are now reckon'd to be above 50000 in Great- 


Britain. 
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Britain. For the firſt ten Years after their Appearance, many 
of them in their Meetings were ſeiz'd with ſuch ſtrange Sha. 
ings and Convulſions, that they appear'd to be Poflets'd, but 
thelc Motions have been long diſus'd : But from thence they 
kad the Name of Quakers, which they have never taken to them.

HE Engliſb Nation, as moſt of the other States that with- 
drew themſelves from under the Biſhop of Rome's uſurp'd 
Authority before the Year 1582. did till lately ſtill obſerve the 
Ancient Account made by Fulius Cæſar, Forty three Years be- 
tore the Birth of Chriſt, which is therefore call'd the Old Stile, 
or Julian Account; tie other obſery'd at preſent by moſt Euro- 
pean Nations, is call'd the New Stile, or Gregorian Account ; and 
is, by reaion of the aforeſaid 10 Days taken away, with the 
S1yjextile the laſt Year, now 11 Days before ours, for the begin- 
ning ot Months, and for all fixed Feſtivals; but various for 


all moveable Feaſts, | 


Ea ſter 
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Eaſter, and the other moveable Feaſts in England, are moſt 


certainly thus found; Shrove-Tueſday, 7s always the fir? Tye. 
day after the firſt New Moon after January, and the Sunday follow. 
ing is Quadrageſima, and the ſixth Sunday after is Eaſter-day, 


and the fifth Sunday after Eaſter is Rogation- Sunday, and the 
Thurſday following, being Forty Days after the Reſurrection, 3.

Great Offices of Honour have brought divers Sur-names, as 
Edward Fitz, Theobald, being long ago made Butler of Jreland, 
the Duke of Ormond and his Anceſtors deſcending from him, 
took the Sur- name of Butler, So John Count Tankerville of Nor- 
mandy, being made Chamberlain to the King of England, above 
400 Years ago, his Deſcendaats of Sherborn-Caſite in Oxfordſhire, 
lately extinct, and of Preſtbury, Maugersbury, and Oddington in 
Glouceſterſhire, from whom the Author of this Book was de- 
ſcended, bear ſtill the ſame Coat of Arms, by the Name of 
Chamberlayne.

T HE Law of England, contrary to the Laws and Cuſtoms 
of other Countries, calleth none Noble under a Baron; fo 
that not only all Baronets, all ſorts of Knights, all Eſquires and 
Gentlemen, but alſo the Sons of the Nobility are by our Law 
reckoned amongſt the Commons of England ; as in Rome there 
was a middle Rank, inter Senatores & Plebem, namely the Ord 
Equeſtriz ; ſo in other Chriſtian Kingdoms they are ſtiled, Nobile;

The lower Nobility then of England, conſiſts of Baronet: 
Knights, EJjquires, and Gentlemen. | 

aronets. i The next Degree to Barons, are Baronete, which 

is the loweſt Degree of Honour that is Hereditary : They are 
conſtituted in the Room of the Ancient Yalvaſors, between tlie 
Barons of England, and the Orders of Knights, Now this Ho- 
nour was firſt inſtituted by King James the Firf, Anno 1617, 
given by Patent to a Man and his Heirs Males of his own Bo- 
dy lawfully begotten ; for which each one is obliged to pay 
into the Exchequer as much as will for three Years, at 8 d. per 
diem, pay thirty Foot Soldiers to ſerve in the Province of U. 
fer in Ireland ; which Sum amounts to 1095 J. which is now 
always remitted, . 

Baronets have Precedence before all Knights, except Knigits

Liberties and Priviledges. 


A S the Clergy and Nobility have certain Priviledges pecu- 
/ har to themſelves, ſo they have Liberties and Properties 
common to the Commonalry of England. 

The Commons of England for Hereditary Fundamental Li- 
berties and Properties, are bleſt above and beyond the Sub- 
jets of any Monarch or State in the World. 

Firſt, No Freeman of England ought to be impriſon'd, or 
otherwiſe reſtrain'd, without Cauſe ſhewn, for which by Law

Secondly, To him that is impriſoned, may not be denied a

? Ervants in the Saxons Times, were properly Slaves, and very 
many Inſtances of their Manumiſſions are ſtill extant, with 
the Forms by which their Maſters ſet them tree. Now Slavery 
is entirely taken away, and every Servant, Man or Woman, 
excepting Apprentices, who are but for a Term of Years, are 
properly hired Servants. Ordinary Servants are hired com-

with . only it is accounted diſcourteous and un- 
friendly to take another Man's Servant, before leave given by 
his former Maſter; and unlawful (the Penalty being five

All Servants are ſubject to be corre&ed by their Maiters,

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CHAP. VI. 
Of the Laws of England. 


HE particular Laws now in uſe, are, the 


Civii-Law.] Of this Law and the Canon Law, uſe is made 
in all Eccleſiaſtical Courts of Biſhops, Archdeacons, Vicars- 
General, Chancellors, and Commiſlaries. So this Law 1s made 
uſe of in the Court of Admiralty. Moreover uſe is made of 
the Civil-Law in the Court of the Earl Marſhal. Of this Law 
much uſe is made in Treaties with Foreign Potentates, where 
many Points are to be determined and concluded, according 
to the direction of this moſt excellent and generally approved 
Law, and for this Cauſe Foreign Princes take eſpecial care to 


| chooſe ſuch Perſons for their Ambaſſadors as are skill'd in the 
Civil. Law; and this Policy was heretofore duly obſerv'd by 


our Fugliſh Princes, with very good Succeſs. Laſtly, the two 
Univerſities of England ſerve themſelves of the Civil Law; for 
by their Priviledges, no Student 1s to be ſued at Common 


Law, but in the Vice-Chancellor's Court, for Debts, Ac- 


compts, Injuries, &C0. | 
Canon-Law.] The Canons of many ancient General Coun» 
cils, of many National and Provincial Engliſh Synods, beſides 
divers Decrees of the Biſhop of Rome, and Judgments of anci- 
ent Fathers, had been received by the Church of England, and 
be Canon Law, by which ſhe 
always proceeded in the exerciſe of her Juriſdiction, and dotir 
till by Virtue of the Statute 25 Hen. VIII. ſo far as the ſaid 


Canons and Conſtitutions are not repugnant to the Holy 


Scripture, to the King's Prerogative, or the Laws, Statutes, 


Common Law.] The Common Law of England is a Com- 


 pendiumn of the beſt and moſt ancient Saxon Laws, firſt made 


by E:hclbert the firſt Chriſtian King. Venerable Bede fays theſe 
Laws were made according to the Example of the Romans 
Die önogepa =epeare, with the Thought or Advice of his 
Wiſe Men, and the King commanded them to be wrote and 
King fred indeed is called Magnus juris Anglicani Conditor, 
the great Founder of the Engliſh Laws; but not that they were 
firſt made in his Reign, for there were Saxon Laws then in be- 
3 which had been made for above three hundred Years be- 
'Ore hisReign; but the meaning was this only, that he being 
tte Firſt ſole Monarch after the Heprarchy, collected hy 
ance 
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182 The Preſent State Part]. 
ſtance of the Laws of all the former Saxen Kings, from King 
Ethelbert to his Time, (who were Kings only of part of the 
Land, into one Body) and ſo form'd one entire Codex or Book 
of Laws. Now this Codex being made up of ſuch variety of 
different Laws, enacted by the ſeveral Saxon Kings, reigning over 
diſtin& parts of the Kingdom, being now reduced into one 
Body, and made to extend equally to the whole Nation, it 
was very proper to call itthe Common Law of England : Which 
Jus Commune, jus Publicum, or Common Law, was ſoon after called 
in Saxon the Folc-mizh< or Peoples Right; and it is nor very 
unlikely, but that this Collection of Laws, thus made by 
King Alfred, and ſet down in one Codex, might be the ſame 
with the Dom-bec, or Doom-Book, which is referr'd to in 
all the ſubſequent Laws of the Saxon Kings, and was the Bock 
of Laws or Statute Books, that they determin'd Caules by 
for before this King's Reign, that is King Alfred's, I nowhere 
find any mention made either of Folc- Right or Dome-Book , 
but in the next Reign, you find King Edward the Eldeſt, com. 
mand ing all his Judges to give ich- Domar, right or juſt 
Judgment to all the People of England, to the beit of their 
Skill and Underſtanding, ppa hic on pæpe Dom-bec rang, 
as it ſtands in the Dome-Book, or Book of Laws, and further 
commands, that nothing make them afraid to declare d 2d- 
miniſter Folc Right, that is, the Common Law of England to 
all his loving Subjects. 

* Theſe Laws indeed were not much obſerv'd in the Reigns 
of Harold the Firſt and Hardicaunte, becauſe they were Uiur- 
pers, of the Daniſh Race, and their Reigns very ſhort, both of 
them not exceeding ſeven Years. But in the time of E-ward s 
the Confeſſor, he being of the Saxon Race; all theſe Laws were 
again received and reſtored : And out of thoſe Laws then 
extant, Edward the Confeſſor made a Collection, as Alfred did 
before him, and then ordering thoſe to be oblerved which 
were neglected in the ſhort Reigns of Harold and Hardicanurt, 
he may well enough be call'd -e Reftorer of the Engliſh Laws. 
And as thoſe ;:Laws were then called the Fol:-Right, and really 
were the Common Law of England, ſo the preſent Common 
Law is in Subſtance the ſame, tho' it hath undergone diver: 
Alterations. N . 

The Normans, who invaded the Saxons, did not fo much alte 
the Subſtance, as the Names of things : And notwithſtanding 
the pretended Conqueſt of Miliam I theſe Laws of good King 
Edward were not aboliſh'd by him; for when King H pub. 
Iiſh'd thoſe Laws, he exprefly mentions them to be LH, th 
Confeſſor's Laws, publiſnh'd them as ſuch, confirms and pro-

Statute-Law. } Where the Common Law is ſilent, there we 
have excellent Statute Laws, made by the ſeveral Kings of Exg- 
land, by and with the Advice and Conſent of all the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and of all the Commons of Eng/and 
by their Repreſentatives in Parliament, whereunto rhe Englijh, 
eaſily ſubmit, as made at their own earneſt Deſire and Requett, 
and yet too much neglett them. | 

All Tryals of Common and Statute Law are tried by a 
Fury of Twelve Men, which is thus: The Sheriff ſummons 
Twenty four Men, Honſholders, out of the Neighbourhood 
of that Place where the Matter conteſted lies; Twelve of 
whom are choſen to try the Cauſe. The Lawyers on both 
Sides plead in open Court before the Judges, theſe Twelve Mcg 
ſtanding near, may hear all that is faid and produced on either 
pare, and may ask what Queſtions they pleaſe of the Witneſſes. 
When all the Witneſſes are examined, and all Pleadingsare 
over, one of the Judges briefly recapitulates all that has paſt, 
putting the Twelve Men in mind of what hath been alledged, 
and defended on either ſide, and informing them what Points 
are according to Law, and what not; after which theſe Jury 
vi Twelve Men are bid to retire by themſelves, an Officer be-

Conſinement and according to their Judgment, the Sentence

Peculiar and Py-Laws.] By the King's Royal Charter, 
granted to divers Cities of England, the Magiſtrates have ; 
Power to make ſuch Laws as may be beneficial for the Citizens, 


and not repugnaat to the Laws of the Land, and theſe are 


binding only to the Unhabitants of that Place, unleſs ſuch 
Laws are for general Good, or againſt a general Inconveni— 
ence, for then they bind Strangers. 
Fozeſt-Law.) The Foreſt Laws are peculiar Laws, different 
from the Common Law of England. Foreſts in Enzland are ex- 
ceeding ancient, and before the making of Charta de Fireſta, 
Offences committed therein were puniſhed at the Pleaſure of 


the King, in ſo ſharp and grievous a manner, (as ſtil] in Ger- 


many) that both Nobles and Commons did ſuffer many horrible 
Inconveniences and Oppreſſions; and even in that Charter 
were ſome hard Articles, which the Clemency of gracious 
Kings have ſince by Statute thought fit to alter per Aiſa; Fore- 


ſte. Yet in the time of Edward the Third, and alto at this 
Day, Voluntas reputabitur pro facto; fo that if a Man be taken 
Hunting a Deer, he may be Arreſted as if he had taken a 


Deer. The Foreſter may take and Arreſt a Man, if he be 
taken either at Dog-draw, St able- ſtand, Back-benr, or Bloody- hand, 
for in theſe four a Man is ſaid to be taken in the manner, tho' 
three of them may be but Preſumptions. 
Partial Law.] Lex N Anglicana, is that Law which 
dependeth upon the King's Will and Pleaſure, or his Licute- 
nant, in time of actual War; for altho' in time of Peace, the 
King for the more equal Temper of Laws towards all his Sub- 
jets, makes no Laws but by the conſent of the Three Eſtates 
in Parliament: Yet in time of War, by reaſon of great Dan- 
gers ariſing ſuddenly and unexpectedly upon ſmall Occaſions, 
he uſeth abſolute Power, inſomuch as his Word goes for a 
Law. Mortial Law extends only to Soldiers and Mariners, 
and is not to be practiſed in time of Peace, but only in Times 
of War, and then and there only, where the King's Army is 
= foot. But this is very much regulated of late by Statute

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CHAP. vii.

The Houſes of the Nobles and Rich, are abundantly furniſhed 


with fine Linnen, China Ware, and Plate; the meaneſt Ma- 


chanicks, and Husbandmen want not Silver Spoons, and ſome 
Silver Cups in their Houſes. 
The Windows every where glazed, not made of Paper or 
Wood, as 15 uſually in Italy or Spain: Chimnies in moſt Places, 
no Stoves, although the far more Southern Parts of Germany can 
hardly ſubſiſt in the Winter without them. 5

The Danes in the time of King Eagar, firſt brought it in; 
bur it was afterwards baniſhed hence, ſo that we find no anci. 
ent Stature ſince the Conqueſt againſt it; for tho' the Starures 
'heretofore made againſt Exceſs in Apparel and Diet, are anci- 
ent, yet thoſe againſt Drunkenneſs are but of late Date: For 
till quarto of King James the Firſt, there was no Law to reſtrain 
that voluntary Madneſs. 

However it may be truly affirm'd, That at preſent there is 

generally leſs Exceſs in Drinking, eſpecially about London, ſince 

the Uſe of Coffee, Tea, and Chocolate and leſs Exceſs in Diet 
than heretofore. | | | 

Impoiſonments, ſo ordinary in Tah, are ſo abominable amongſt 

the Engliſh, as 21 H. 8. 'twas made High-Treaſon, tho” ſince re- 

pealed; after which the Puniſhment, for it was to be put alive 

into a Chaldron of Water, and there boiled to Death. At pre- 

ſent it is only Felony, without Benefit of Clergy. = 

' Stabbing in England is much more ſeldom than in HY, the 
Engliſh being eaſily to be reconciled, to pardon and remit Ot- 

| Tences, not apt to ſeek Revenge; the true well-bred Engli| 
have more Inclination to Goodneſs, which the Grecks call Ph. 
lanthropia, than any other Nations, the Nobility and Gentry 
delighting to be Gracious and Courteous to Strangers, compat- 
ſionate to the Afflided, and grateful to BenefaQors, when their 
Purſe or Eſtate, nor diverted by other extravagant Expences, 
will give them leave to remember them. 


Of Puniſhments, and firſt Eccleſiaſtical: 
A ND Firſt of thoſe relating to Ecclefiaſtical Diſcipline 


which when inflicted upon Scandalous, Notorious and 
Contumacious Offenders, proceeds in this manner: Firſt, The 
Party delinquent is admoniſhed ; then if he refuſes to anſwer, 
or otherwiſe to ſatisſie the Court, he is Excommunicated ot 
excluded from the Church; or if not from the Church, Jer 
from the Communion of the Lord's Supper, is diſabled to “. 
Plaintiff in a Suit of Law, c. | 
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This Power of Excommunication the Biſhop may delegate 
to any grave Prieſt with the Chancellor. 1 

Befides the general Cenſure of the Church which reſpe&s 
Church Communion, there is another which touches the Body 


of the Delinquent, called Publick Penance, when any one is com- 


pelled ro confeſs in publick his Fault, and to bewail it before 
che whole Congregation in the Church, which is done in this 


manner: The Delinquent is to ſtand in the Church-Porch upon 
ſomeSunday,bare-head and bare-feet,in a white Sheet,anda white 


zod in his Hand, there bewailing himſelf, and begging every 


one that paſles by to Fe for him; then to enter the Church, 


falling down and kiſſing the Ground; then in the middle of 
the Church is he or ſhe eminently placed in the it ght of all the 
People and over againſt the Miniſter, who declares the Foul- 
nets of his Crime, odious to God, and ſcandalous to the Con- 
gregation, Oc. | 

Note, That it is ordained by the Canons of the Church of 
England, that in caſe the Crime be not notorious and publick, 
the forenamed Penance may, at the Party's Requeſt, be com- 
muted into a pecuniary Mul& for the Poor of the Pariſh, or 
ſome pious Uſes, which is more uſually done. 

There remains one more Puniſhment, or Eccleſiaſtical Cen- 


| ſure, which touches the Body, and that is denial of Chriftian 
Burial, which is inflicted not iz pnam mortuorum, but in terro- 


rem vi ventium, Who naturally deſire, that after their Death 


their Bodies may be decently interr'd. A Chriſtian Burial is 


wont to be denied by the Church of England to Perſons dying 
Excommunicate, to ſuch as are hanged for Felony, or that wil« 
fully kill themſelves, and to Apoſtates, and Hereticks. 

To theſe fore-named Cenſures and Puniſhments, both Laity 
and Clergy are ſubject: But beſides theſe, there are Puniſh= 
ments whereunto the Clergy only are liable; as firſt, Saſpenſio 
av Officio, when a Miniſter for a time is declared unfit to execute 
the Office of a Miniſter. „ | 

Then Suſpenſe & Beneficia, when a Miniſter for a time is depri- 
ved of the Profits of his Benefice ; and theſe two Cenſures are 
vont to be for ſmaller Crimes. | | 
Thirdly, Deprivatio 4 Benefcio; when for a greater Crime, a 
Miniſter is wholly and for ever deprived of his Living. 

And Faurthly, Deprivario ab Officio, when a Miniſter is wholly 
and for ever deprived of his Orders; and this is Depoſirio or 


Degradatio, and is commonly for ſome heinous Crime, meriting 


Death, and is performed by the Biſhop in a ſolemn manner 
Viling off from the Criminal his Veſtments, and other En- 
ligns of his Order; and this in the Preſence of the Civil Ma-

All Crimes in England that touch the Life of a Man, ate 
either High-Treaſon, Petty Treaſon, Rape, Buggery, Murder, or 


Felony. 


Altho' ſome High-Treaſons are much more heinous and odi- 
ous than others, yet the Puniſhment by Law is the ſame for all 


ſorts, (except Clipping and Coining Money) and that is, that 


the Traytor laid upon a Hurdle or Sledge, be drawn to the 
Gallows, there hanged by the Neck, preſently cut down alive, 
his Entrails to be ſuddenly pulled out of his Belly, and burnr 
before the Face of the Criminal; then his Head to be cur off, 
his Body to be divided into four Parts; and laſtly, that the 


Head and Body be hung up, or impaled where the King ſhall 
command. | | 


whatſoever; his Wife {hall loſe her Dowry, his Children 
their Nobility, and all their right of inheriting from him, or 
For Coining of Money, tho' adjudg'd High-Treaſon, the Fun- 
iſhment having been only Drawing and Hanging, before the 
Statute of 25 Edw.

But if a Peer of the Realm commit High-Treaſon, Petty- 
T reaſon, or Felony, altho' his Judgment be the ſame with that 
of common Perſons, yet the King doth uſually extend ſo muc 
Favour to ſuch, as to cauſe them only to be beheaded with an 
Ax, upon a Blcck, lying on the Ground, and not as in ]! other 
Countries, by a Sword, kneeling or ſtanding. | if

Beſides all this, he ſhall forfeit all his Lands and Goods:

preſently to undergo that horrible Puniſhment called Peine forte 


dure; that is, to be ſent back to the Priſon from whence he 
came, and there laid in ſome low dark Room, upon the bare 
Ground, on his Back, all naked beſides his Privy-Parts, his 
Arms and Legs drawn with Cords, faſtened to the ſeveral 
Quarters of the Room; and then ſhall be laid upon his Body, 
Tron and Stone, ſo much as he may bear, or more; the next 
Day he ſhall have three Morſels of Barley Bread, without 
Drink, and the third Day ſhall have Drink of the Water next 
to the Priſon Door, except it be running Water, withour 
Bread ; and this ſhall be his Diet till he die. Which grievous 
kind of Death ſome ſtout Fellows have ſometimes choſen, chat 
ſo not being tryed and convicted of their Crimes, their Eſtates 
may not be forfeited to the King, but deſcend to their Children, 
nor their Blood ſtained. 

But tho' the Law continues, yet we ſo abhor Cruelty, that of 
late they are ſuffered to be ſo over-charged with Weight laid 
upon them, that they expire preſently. 

Bur in caſe of High-Treaſon, tho the Criminal ſtand mute, 
yet Judgment ſhall be given againſt him, as if he had been con- 
victed, and his Eſtate confiſcated. | 

After Beheading and Hanging, the Criminals Friends uſually 
interrs the Body decently, where they pleaſe ; only if the 
Crime be very enormous, as for murdering and Robbing any 
Perſon, then by Order, is the Criminal uſually hanged by the 
Neck till he be dead, and afrerwards hanged in Chains till the 
Body rot; and in ſome Caſes his Right Hand is firſt cut off, 
and then he is hang d. = | 

In all ſuch Felonies where the Benefit 6f Clergy is allowed 
(as it is in many) there the Criminal is marked with a hot Iron, 
with an M for Manſlayer, on the Left Hand; and with a 7 for 
Thief, and wandring Rogues are to be mark'd on the Shoulder 
With an R. 

For Petty-Larceny, or ſmall Theft that is under the value of 
12 4. the Puniſhment anciently was ſometimes loſs of an Ear, 
ſometimes Cudgelling ; but ſince Edward III. only by Whip- 
Ping. Bur if ſuch Petty-Thief be found by the Jury to have 
Hed for the ſame, he forfeits all his Goods.

ment for Life. | 

For Striking in the King's Court, whereby Blood is drawn, the 
Puuiſhment is, that the Criminal ſhall have his Right Hand 
ſtricken off in a moſt fad and folemn manner. A 

For ſtri bing in Nieſt minſter- Hal whillt the Courts of Juſtice are 
ſittings, is Impriſonment during Life, and Forfeiture of all 
one's Eſtate. | ok | 

For one found in a Premunire, that is, one who incurs the 
ſame Puniſhment which was inflicted on thoſe who tranſgreſſed 
the Statute of 16 R. II. cap. 5. commonly called the Statute of 
Premunire facias, the Puniſhment is Forfeiture of all his Eſtate, 


to be put out of the King's Protection, and Impriſonment du- 


ring the King's Pleaſure. | 

The Puniſhment of Perty-Furors attainted of giving a Verdid 
contrary to Evidence, wittingly, is ſevere : they are condem- 
ned to joſe the Franchiſe or Freedom of the Law, that is, be- 
come infamous, and of no Credit, uncapable of being Witnef- 
ſes, or of a Jury ; their Houſes, Lands, and Goods are ſcized 
into the King's Hands, their Houſes pulled down, tteir Mea- 
dows plowed up, their Trees rooted up, all their Lands laid 
waſte, and their Bodies impriſoned. 


The like Puniſhment is alſo for thoſe who {hall conſpire to 


indi& an Innocent falſely and maliciouſly of Felony : Bot in- 
deed there are no late Inſtances of ſuch Puniſhment. 

Felo de ſe, that is, one who wittingly killeth himſelf, is to be 
interr'd without Chriian Burial, With a Stake driven through 
the Corps, and to for feit his Coods. | 

Drunkards. Vagabonds, prophane Swearers, looſe, idle, diſcrder!y 
Perſonr, Night-walkers, and the like, are puniſhed by ſetting

CHAP IX 


of Societies inſtituted in England, for the Advancement 
of Religion, whether Incorporated or Voluntary. 


N the former Chapters, the coercive Methods uſed by the 
Covernment to regulate the Manners of the Nation, have 
been accounted for, There are, beſides thoſe, ſome voluntary 
ones, a brief Account whereof ſeems proper to be added in this 
Place; and that is of the ſeveral Societies that have been ſer up 
of late Years for the more effectual promoting of God's Worſbip, 
the Reformation of Mannners, and the propagating of Chri- 
ſtian Knowledge both in this Nation, and in Foreign Parts: 
which are known by the Names of Religious Societies. The So- 
cletles for Reformation of Manxers, The Society for the Propagation of 
the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, and, The Society for Prometing Chriſtian 
Knowledge. | | 
1. The Religions Societies are ſo called, becauſe the particular 
End and Deſign of them is to improve themſelves and others in 
the Knowledge of our moſt Holy Religion, and to animate one 
another in the ſerious Practice of it. „ | 
They were begun in London, about the Year 1678, by a few 
ſerious young Men of the Communion of the Church of Eng- 
land, who, by the Advice and Direction of their Spiritua! Guides, 
agreed ro meet together frequently for Religious Conference, 
and by Prayer and Pſalmody to edifie one another. The Expe- 
rience they hereby gained of the Bleſſedneſs of Religion, and 
Value of Souls, ſoon animated their Endeavours to gain 
others ro join with them; whereby they grew and increated, 
and new Societies were formed by the Pattern of the Old: So 
that there are nd w above Forty diſtin& Bodies of them within 
the Compaſs of the Bills of Mortality, beſides divers others in 
diſtant Parts of the Nation. | | 
Thoſe that compoſe theſe Societies, are Members of the 
Church of England, and in all Matters of Doubt and Diſiculry, 
oblige themſelves to conſult the Efabliſhed Miniſtry. They re- 
cave the Holy Sacrament at leaſt once a Month, and rake all 
convenient Opportunities of attending the Service of God in 
„ Publick ; 
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Publick; have ſet up Publick Prayers in many Churches of the 


City, procured the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament every Io. 
ly Day, and maintain LeAures upon the Holy Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper almoſt every Lord's Day Evening, in ſome 
one or more Churches. | . 
They induſtrioufly apply themſelves to the relieving poor 


Families and Orphans, ſetting Priſoners at Liberty, ſolliciting 


Charities for the pious Education of poor Children, Viſiting and 
Comforting thoſe that are ſick and in Priſon, and Reclaiming 
the Vicious and Diſſolute; in promoting Chriſtian Conference, De- 
cency in God's Worſhip, Family Religion, and the Catechizing of 
young and ignorant People. They have been inſtrumental in 


bringing ſeveral Quaters and Enthuſiaſt ical Perſons to Bapriſm, 


and a ſober Mind, Reconciling ſeveral Diſſenters to the Commu. 
nion of the Church of Exgland, and preſerving many unſteady 
and wavering Perſons from Popery. | | 


2. Societies for Reformation of Manners, ſo called from the pai. 


ticular End and Deſign of them, which is to reform the Man- 
ners of the People, by putting in execution the Laws againſt 
Immorality and Prophaneneſs. | 

They were begun in London, about the Time of the Revolyu- 


tion, by 5 or 6 private Gentlemen of the Communion of the 


Church of England; and by the Acceſſion of many virtuous Per- 
ſons of the too various Denominations of Proteſtants among us, 
are now become conſiderable both for their Number and In- 
tereſt, Of theſe, 

1. There is a large Body compoſed of Perſons of Eminency 
in the Law, Members of Parliament, Juſtices of the Peace, and 
conſiderable Citizens cf London, who frequently meet to con- 


ſult of the beſt Methods for carrying on the Buſineſs of Refor- 


mation, according to the Eſtabliſbd Laws, and to adviſe and aſſiſt 
others that are already engaged, or willing to join in the ſame 


Deſign. By this Body the neceflary Charge of this Deſign is 


defrayed, and no Contributions taken of any but their own 
Members; by whoſe Endeavours ſevera! cot of Offenders 
in London and Weſtminſter have been convicted of Swearing, 
Drunkenneſs, and Prophanation of the Lord's Days and punithed 
accordingly. | 

A Second Body conſiſting of about 50 Perſons, Tradeſmen 
and others, have more eſpecially applied themſelves to the Sup- 
preſſion of Lewdneſs, by bringing the Offenders to legal Pu- 
niſnment; and have actually ſuppreſſed above go dilorcerly 
Houſes, and convidted ſome thouſands of lewd Perſons, beſides 
Swearers, Drgnhard:, and Prophaners of the Lord's Day, & c. 25 p- 
pears by their ſeveral printed Liſts of Ofenders. ; 
A Third is of Conſtables, of which ſort of Officers care !s 
taken to form yearly a new Body in London, who meet to conſi- 
der of the moſt effect ual way to diſcharge their Oaths, to _ 
| | | ” muni 
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municate the Difficulties they meer with, and to conſult of pro- 


per Remedies. Theſe divide themſelves in the ſeveral Partsof 


che City, for the more regular Inſpection of diſorderly Houſes, 


ſeizing of Drunkards and Smearers in the Streets and Markets, and 

carrying them before the Magiſtrates. 
A Fourth is ſuch as give Informations to the Magiſtaate of 

ſuch Breach of the Laws as abovementioned | 
There are eight other regulated and mix d Bodies of Houſe- 


keepers and Officers in the ſeveral Quarters of London, Meſtmin- 


fer, and Southwark, who differ in their Conſtitution from theſe 


before- mentioned; but generally agree in the Methods of in- 


ſpetting the Behaviour of Conſtables and other Officers; whom 


they allo aſſiſt in ſearching diforderly Houſes, ſeizing Offen- 
ders, and giving Informations. | ; 

Several Societies of this kind are ſet up at Briſtol, Canterbury, 
Hull, Netting ham, and other diſtant Parts of the Kingdom, and 
of late Years the like Deſigns have been carried on in Ireland, 
and in ſeveral of his Majeſty's Provinces in America

others of the Lords the Biſhops, ofthe Nobility, Gentry and 
Clergy, to the Number of about Ninety, therein particularly 
pzmed, by the Name of The Society for the Propagation of the Goſpeł 
in Foreign Parts, who by that Name were to plead and be im- 
pleaded ; to have perperual Succeſſion, with Priviledge to pur- 
chzfe Two :houſand Pounds per Annum Inheritance and Eſtates for 


Lives or Years, Goods and Chattels of any Value, to have a 


common Seal, and to meet Yearly on the third Friday in Fe- 
bruary to chooſe a Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, and Officers for 
the Year enſuing, and on the third F-/day in every Month, or 
oftner, if need be, to tranſa& Buſineſs, and to depute fit Perſons 


to take Subſcriptions, and collect Money contributed for the 


Purpoſes aforeſaid; and of all Moneys received and laid out, 


do gie account Yearly to the Lora Chancellor or Keeper, the two 


Lords Chief Juſtices, or any two of them. 


This Society ordinarily meets every Month according to the 


Direction of the Charter, and hath a ſtanding Commurtee, to 
prepare Buſineſs for the Monthly Meetiog: The former at 
St. Martin's Library, the latter at St. Paul's Chapter-Houſe. 

Of the above-mention'd Society, there has been a very full 
Account given under the Title of Au Account of the Foundation of 
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the Society for the Propagation of the Goſpe! in Foreign Parts, with 


their Proceedings and Succeſs, &c. 

4. The Society for Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, whoſe O. 
riginal Defigns were, to propagate Religion in the Planta. 
tions, to ſecure the pious and uſeful Education ofthe Poor here 
at home, and to reclaim thoſe that err in the Fundamentals of 
Chriſtianity. 5 

It was begun in London, March 1698-9. by ſome Perſons of 
Honour and Quality, who held their ſtated Meetings for theſe 
Purpoſes, regulating themſelves by the Laws of the Land, and 
Canons of the Church. 

In the Year 1701, they had procured Charities to the value of 


Eight hundred Pounds and upwards, and tranſmitted the fame 


to the Plantations in Libraries, Bibles, Common-Prayer-Books, 
Catechiſms, and other Books of Religion and Devotion: They 


had alſo ſecured a voluntary Maintenance tor ſeveral Miniſters tu 


be employed in the Plantations, when the late King was pleaſed 
by Royal Charter to eſtabliſh the Society for the Propagation of 
the Goſpel in Foreign Parts; Incorporating by Name, all the then 

Members of the Society for Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, and di- 
vers others; thereby diſcharging this Society from the farther 
purſuit of this Branch of their Original Deſign. 

This Society conſiſts now of a good number of Perſons of 
Quality and Eſtates, both of the Clergy and Laity, and is become 
conſiderable by the acceſſion of Correſponding Members in the 
ſeveral Counties of England and Wales. | | 

They meet Weekly to conſider of proper Methods of raiſing 
Charities for the Chriſtian Education of poor Children, and of 
ſetting up Schools for that purpoſe; as allo for the more 
regular and proper Diſpoſal of pious Books and Catechitms, 


for the Inſtruction of the Ignorant and Erroneous, and the like, 


They have, by the Aſſiſtance of ſome Members of the Religi- 
ns Societies, procured Charitable Subſcriptions for the Educa- 
tion of near five rhouſand Children of both Sexes; who are 
placed out in ſeveral Schools in London, and the parts adjacent, and 
are inſtructed in Reading, Writing, the Catechiſm, ani Pſa/mody ; 
and have been inſtrumental to animate the Zeal of many 
Active and Pious Men, who are endeavouring to promote the 
Inſtruction and Employment of the Poor in all Parts of 
Great Britain and Ireland, ſo that according to the Account 


publiſhed 1717. there are 1281 Charity Schools in Gres!-Brits's 


and Ireland, wherein near Thirty Thouſand Poor Children 04 
both Sexes are Taught, and about half of them complet) 
Cloathed. | | 

They have diſperſed great Numbers of good Bocks aud Ca- 
rechiſms2mongſt the Poor, and in the Fleet, the Army, the Pri- 


ſon and Circuits in many parts of the Kingdom, having 1 
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givers of the Clergy and Gentry to the like Charity; and have 
procured ſeveral Practical Treatiſes to be tranſlated into the 
Welch and Foreign Languages, and diſperſed accordingly. 

They kave likewiſe procured and remitted many Liberal 
Benefactions to the Proteſtant Miſſionaries at Trauquebar, &c. 
in the Eaſt-· Indies. SY 3 

The Cozpoꝛation fo2 an Iugmentation to pooz Livings, ] 
was founded about the latter end of the Year 1753. Her late 
Ma jeſty of bleſſed Memory, being then pleaſed ro inform Her 


Parliament by a Meſſage, of Her gracious Iutentions of grant» 
ing Her whole Revenue of Firſt Fruits and Tenths to the poor 


Clergy ; whereupon an Act was paſſed in the Second and Third 
Year of hei Reign, entituled, An AF for rhe making more effectual 


Her Majcſiy's gracious Intentions for the Augmentation of the Mainte- 
' wance of the Poor Clergy, by enabling Her Majeſty to grant in Perpetuity 


the Revenues of the Firſt Fruits and Tenths ; and alſo for enabling any 
ot her Perſons to make Grants for the ſame purpoſe : After which her 
Majeſty, by Letters Patent under Her great Seal, bearing date 
the Third Day of November, 1704. was pleas'd to eſtabliſh a 
Corporation, by the Name and Title of The Gouernours 
of the Bounty of Queen Anne, koz the Augmentation of 
the Maint nanc of the pooz Clergy, the greateſt and moſt 
conſiderable that ever was known in England; being compoſed 
of all the Lords, and others of Her Majeſty's moſt Honourable 
Privy Council, for the time being; all the Lords Lieutenants 
and Cuſtodes Rotulorum in England ; all the Lords the Biſhops ; 
all the Deans cf Collegiate Churches; all the Judges; the 
{Queens Sergeants ; the Attorney and Sollicitor General; the 
Advocate General; the Chancellors and Vice-Chancellors of 
both the Univerſities; the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen of 


ondon; and all Mayors of Cities for the time being: And by 


acw Letters Patent dated the 5 of March 1713. for preventing 


the delay and obſtruction of the Buſineſs of the ſaid Corpora- 


tion, Her late Majeſty was pleaſed to encreaſe the Number of 
the ſaid Governours, by adding all the Officers of the Board 
0! Green-Cloth; all the Queens Sergeants and Councillearned 
in the Law; and the Four Clerks in ordinary of the Privy 
Council. The firſt thing the Governours did, after opening 
their Commiſſion, was to conſider the State of the Revenue of 
Kurt Fruits and Tenths, and of the Condition and Numbers 
of poor Livings to which the Royal Bounty was to extend, 
% to all under 80 JI. per Annum. As to the Firſt, they found 
char the whole Revenue of Tenths did not amount to quite 
agg d. yearly ; and that the firſt Fruits, which were much

Beſides theſe Helps to the Clergy, there is a Society, whoſe 
Province is in a more peculiar manner to aſſiſt their A 
and Children; and that is the Society of the Sons of the Clergy, in- 
corporated by King Charles, II. July 1. 1678. by the Name of 
the Governours of the Charity foz Relief of te $002 Wi 


dows and Childzen of Clergy-Ben. Scvera! Hundreds cf 
Widows and Children of the Clergy, have yearly received 


great Relief from this charitable Foundation, the Number 0: 
which laſt Year, viz. 1713. was 449. and the Sums diſtributes, 
among them, amounted to 10507. 117. There is a Branch ot 


this 
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this Society at Gheſter, firſt promoted in the Year 179, which 


deſerves to be taken notice of here, as worthy to be imitated 


in other Places. The Clergy of the Arch-Deaconry of Cheſter, at 


the deſue of the Right Reverend Dr. Stratford then Biſhop of 
Cheſter, and Dr. Ent wiſie then Arch-Deacon, conſented to meer 
at Warrington in that County, for the Relief of Widows and 
Orphans of Clergy-Men. They have ever ſince continued to 
meet there on the Firſt Tueſday in June Annually. They walk in 
a Body to Church, the Biſhop being uſually at the Head of 
them, where they hear Divine Service and a Sermon. Thence 
they return to a Houſe where they Dine. After Dinner, a Col. 
jection is made, every one putting ſecretly into a Box prepared 
for that purpoſe, what Money he thinks fir, which generally 
amounts to about 60 or 750/ which by Five Stewards is diſtri- 
buted ro ſuch Widows and Children of Clergy-Men, as they 
think proper Obje&s of Charity. This Societyin Cheſbire, is 
now become 2 Member of the Corporation of rhe Sons of the 
Clergy in London, by an Inſtrument regularly executed, and is 
made capable of enjoying the ſame Priviledges and Advantages 
with them. | 

Till the Reformation, there was no ſettled Allowance for 
the Poor in England, the care of providing for them Jay upon 
the Religious Houſes, which were very numerous, and many of 
them very well endow'd. But whether they were ſuch boun- 
tiful Diſpenſers of their Charities, as that the Poor had no rea- 
{on to complain of them may be very juſtly queſtion'd. This 
35 certain, that the care of providing for them, was one of the 
exrlieft and chiefeſt Concerns of our firſt Reformers, after they 
had attained a tolerable Degree of Settlement. 

For in the Year 1551. Dr. Ridley Biſhop of London, having 
preach'd upon this Sub ject before King Edward VI. the Kin 
was ſo moved with the Sermon, that he commanded that ook 
Biſhop, and Sir Richard Dabbs, then Lord Mayor of Londen, and 
others to conſider how the neceſſities of the Poor of that City 
might be beſt ſupphed, and to lay their Schemes before him.

From this River, the City, by Water-Engines is in many 
Places ſupplied with excellent wholſom Water, alſo from al. 
moſt-T'wenty Conduits of pure Spring-W ater, fo commod!- 
ouſly placed, that they ſerve all the chiefeſt Parts of this City; 
and moreover, by a New River, brought at a vaſt Charge, and 
exquiſite Skill, by Sir Hugh Middleton, from Anwell and Chas. 
well, two Springs near Mare in Hart foraſbire, from whence, in 
a turning and winding Courſe, it runs 60 Miles before ir 
reaches this City; in ſome Places the Channel is neceffarily 20 


Foot deep, in other Places it is carried over Valleys more than 
20 Foot high above Ground in open Troughs ; over this new 


River are made 800 Bridges, ſome of Stone, ſome of Brick, 


and ſome of Wood. This great Work was begun in 1608, 


and finiſhed in five Years; it ſerves the higheſt Places in Lo- 
don the lower Rooms, and the lower Parts in their higheſt 


Rooms. Moreover this City is ſo ſituated, that in all Parts, 


tho' on the higheſt Ground, it is abundantly ſerved with Pump- 
Water, and thoſe Pumps in many Places not ſix Foot deep in

by a Biſhop who is ſubje& to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury: 
he See of Londou ſince its firſt Foundation by che Saxon Con- 

verts, ſoon after Auguſtin the Monk's coming hither, has been 
conſtantly govern'd by an uninterrupted Succeſſion of Biſhops 
for 1100 Year: In which ſpace there are reckoned 92 Biſhops 
of London. To this Cathedral alſo belongs a Dean, three Reſi- 
dentiaries, a Treaſurer, Chancellor, Precentor, and thirty Pre- 
bendarzes: | 2 | | 

For the Eccleſiaſtical Government of the ſeveral Pariſhes, 

there are plac'd many excellenr Divines that have the Cure of 


Souls, a Rector or Vicar. for every Pariſh ; and theſe have fo 


a long time had the moſt excellent way of Sermonizing in 
Cbriſtendom; infomuch, as divers Divines of Foreign Reform- 
ed Churches have come hither on purpoſe co learn their man- 
ner of PuJpit-Oratory. For maintaining theſe Divines, with 
their Families, there is in almoſt every Pariſh, a Parſonage or 
Vicarage-Houſe, and in moſt a competent Allowance in 
Tyths, But ſince the great Fire there is an Allowance ſettled 
by Act of Parliament in thoſe Pariſhes which were burnt down, 
upon every Rector or Vicar ; by which AR none of them have 
ſettled leſs than 1co J. or more than 200 J. per Annum. And to

the Kings of France, in the Ie de noſtre Dame; and is at this 
Day at Madrid by the King of Spain) and many times ſat them- 
{clves in the ſaid Courts of Judicature, as they do ſtill ſome- 
times in their Court of Parliament. A great part of this huge 


Palace was in the time of Hen VIII. deſtroyed by Fire; what 


remaineth hath been ſtill employed for the Uſe of the Lords 
end Commons aſſembled in Parliament, for the chief Courts 


of Judicature, and for the King's Treaſury.

call'd the Tower of London hath been eminent above all others 
It is not only a Fort or Citadel to defend and command both 
City and River, but a Royal Palace likewiſe, whei= our Kings, 


with their Courts, have ſometimes lodg'd ; a Royal Arſenal, 


where are Arms and Ammunition for 60005 Soldiers: Tae 
Treaſury for the Jewels and Ornaments of the Engliſh Crown, 
the great Mint for Coining of Gold and Silver; the Great Ar- 
chieve, where are conſerv'd all the Ancient Records of the 
Courts of Weſtminſter, &c. The chief Priſon for the ſafe Cu- 
ſtody of Great Perſons that are-Criminals in Matters of State. 
In the midſt of it, the great whits Square Tower was built by 


William the Copguergr. Within 
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Within the Tower is one Parochial Church, and a Royal Chapel, 
<eall'd Cæſar's Chapel, bur tis now out of te; the Church is 
call'd S. Petri ad Vincula infra Turrim, exempt from all Eccleſi- 
aſtical Juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop, and is a Donative be- 
ftow'd by the King, without Inſtitution and Induction. 

Conſtabies of the Tower.] The Tower of London, till the 
beginning of Queen E!izaberh's Reign, was govern'd by a Con- 
fable, and ſometimes by a Cuftos Turris, and in his Abſence by 
a Lieutenant or Deputy; they had the Government of the 
Trwer, ſometimes during Life, ſometimes Durante bene placito, 
were Privy-Councellors, and had their Refidence 1n the Royal 
Palace within the Tower; and ſometimes had the Cuſtody of the 
Armories, Stores, and Victuals.

certain quantity out of every Boat laden with Lobſters and 
Oyſters, or any other Shell-fiſh, which paſſeth by the Tower, 
and takes double rhe quantiry out of every Alien's Boat to 
what he takes out of the Natives, Every Perſon of the Qua- 
liry of a Duke, being ſent Priſoner to the Tower, pays 200 l. 
as his Fee, Every Baron under the Degree of a Duke 100 J.

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This Society had anciently a Colledge in Knight-Rider Street, 
the Gift of Dr. Linacre, Phyſician to King Henry the VIIIch. 
Since which, a Houſe and Ground was purchaſed by the Soci- 
ety of Phyſicians, at the end of Amen. Street, whereon the famous 
Dr. Harvey, 1652, did erect, at his own Proper Charge, a mag-

Stanley, 
Earl of Derby, who marry d Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, 
Mother of King Henry VII. and the Duke of Norfolk having in 


| Ven thereof exchang'd Lands with the Crown, he procurd rhe 


ſame to be beſtow'd by Queen Mary on the King's Heralds and 
Purſuivants at Arms for ever, to the end, that they and their 
Succeſſors might dwell together (if they ſo pleas'd) and aſſem- 
ble, confer, and agree for the good Government of their Fa- 
culty, and that their Records might be there ſafely preſerv'd, 
Cc. which is now handſomely re- built. 

They were made a Colledge or Corporation by Charter of 
King Richard III. and by him had ſeveral Priviledges granted 
unto them; as to be free from Subſidies, Tolls, and all trou-

Chelſea-Colledge, or the Royal Hoſpital for diſabled 
| Soldiers. 


T HE Roysl Hoſpiral at Chelſea, in the County of Midale- 
ſex, founded by King Charles the Second ; carried on by 
King James the Second, and now perfected by the late King 
Wiliam and Queen Mary, is ſeated upon a Piece of Ground, 
whereon a Building formerly ſtood, which was deſigned b 

King James the Firſt, for a Colledge of Divines, to defend the 
Reformation of the Church of England, againſt all Oppoſers ; 


which Ground did eſcheat to the King. It is about a Mile 


from the Suburbs of London, near the famous River of Thames, 
in a moſt wholſome Air, upon a rifing gravelly Ground, 
about ſixteen Foot higher than the River, from whence it is 
abundantly furniſhed with whojſome Water, even to the top 


of the Fabrick. by a moſt ingenious Machine, without the 


Labour of Horſe or Man; lately invented by a Shopkeeper 
of London. | | 

The main Building is a large Square, whereof one fide is 
open to the River, which is about one hundred Paces diſtant, 
and where is a molt commodious and magnificent Landing- 
Place : Of the other three ſides, the Front- ſide contains the 
Chapel and Hall, both very fpacious and noble Rooms. The 
two other ſides being four Stories high, are divided into Wards, 
or Gelleries, two in each Story, containing each twenty-ſix 
diſtinct Apartments for the Foot-Soldiers. At each of the four

Neceſſaries. It hath ſince been enlarged by divers conſidera- 
ble Benefactors. A great part of this Fabrick was burnt down 
in the great Fire ; but 1s again rebuilt with much Splendour 
and Convenience, by the pious Care and Charity of its Gover- 
ners, Truſtees, and Religious Benefactors. Nevertheleſs, all 
would not do, without contracting a great Debt, and antici- 
pating the Revenues of the Hoſpital, the Effect of which it 
ſtill feels, and is like ſo to do, unleſs adminiſtred to by the 
bountiful Hands, not only of willing, but of able Perſons. 
King Charles the Second founded here a Mathematical School 
and liberally endowed it with Maintenance for an exquiſite 
Teacher, where the more adult Lads, about 40 in Number, 
are taught all Parts of Mathematicks ; but eſpecially the Art 
of Navigation; and afterwards they are every Year, about 
Ten or Twelve at a time, put Apprentices to Maſters of Ships, 


and ſo become skilful and brave Commanders. Here were 


lately above a Thouſand poor Children, moſt of 'em Orphans, 
maintain'd in the Houſe, and out at Nurſe, upon the Charge 
of this Foundation, and fix or ſeven Score put yearly forth 
to Apprentiſhip ; the Maidens to good and honeſt Services. 
Some of the moſt pregnant Lads are ſo good Proficients at 
che Grammar-School belonging to this Hoſpital, that they 


are ſent to the Univerſity, and become excellent Scholars; 


and ſome of thoſe that have been put to Trades, have arrived 
to the higheſt Dignities in the City, even the Prætorial Chair 
hath been filled with one of theſe. But the ſtated Revenue 
not being at all anſwerable to the neceſlary yearly Expences, 
many of the moſt wealthy Citizens and Merchants are chief 
Governours, in hopes that they will commiſerare thoſe Wants 
which their own Eyes ſee. That venerable Alderman Sir John 
Moor, Knight, ſet a noble Example of Munificence to this 
Holpital, in building a magnificent Writing-School, Ce. 
which coſt him (as it is computed). upwards of Four Thou- 
{and Pounds, | - 

St. Bartholomew's-Hoſpital.] Adjoins to the ſaid Chriſt's- 
Hypitel, and formerly belong'dto the ſame Grey-Friars, foun- 
ded by Rai here, who was the firſt Prior of that Houſe, in ths 
Time of Henry the Firſt, enlarged by Henry the Fourth. At

St. Thomas's-Hoſpital.] In Southwark is for the ſame Uſe, 
and underwent almoſt the {ame Fare in its Revenues, not only 
in 1666, but in the three great Fires of Southwark, 1676, 1681, 


1689. This was originally founded an Hoſpital by Richard 


the Prior of Bermondſey, An. 1213. it was ſurrendred to King 
Hen. VIII. valued at 266 7. 17 s. 6d. per Ann. It was given to 


the Citizens of London for an Hoſpital for infirm and lame 


People, by the Excellent K. Edw. VI. it not only eſcap'd the 


Flames Amo 1666. but when 500 Houſes in the Borough of 


Southwark were burnt down, the Fire was providentially ex- 
tinguiſh'd at this Houſe, which the Flames ſeveral times 


touched without Damage. It conſiſts of four Quadrangular 


Courts, three of which are lately rebuilt, very Spacious. Or- 
namental and Commodious. In the firſt Court are fix Wards 


for Women, 1n the ſecond are two Chapels; rebuilt between 


the Year 1696 and 1702, the leſſer for the Uſe of the Hoſpi- 
tal, the larger made Parochial by A& of Parliament, and 
commonly called the Pariſh-Church of St. Thomas. In the 
ſame Court are the Houſes of the Treaſurer, the Miniſter, the 
Steward, and other Officers: In the third Court are fix or 
ſeven Wards for Men: The fourth has alſo three Wards, 
Baths hot and cold, an Apothecary's Shop, Surgery, Ge. 
There are about 3000 Perions cured and diſcharg'd yearly in 
this Hoſpital. | 
Bethlem⸗Hoſpital] was an ancient mean Houſe in the Sub- 
urbs of the City, for the maintaining and curing of lunatick 
and diſtracted Perſons; which going to decay, the Lord- 
Mayor, Court of Aldermen, and Common-Council, granted a 
Piece of Ground in Moorfields, for erecting a larger and more 
convenient Building for the Reception of choſe poor Wretches. 
The Building is very Magnificent, and Beautiful, in a good 
Air, with great Accommodations: It coſt 170001. by reaſon 
of which this poor Hoſpital lies under the Diſadvantage of © 
great Debt, and deſerves the Conſideration of thoſe that are 
charitably inclined. Here are commonly cured about 40, 59;

moſt in the middle, and 20 Foot between each Arch. Ir was 
begun by King Henry II. and finiſhed Anno 1209, in the Reign

cult and coſtly Piece of Work; and to thoſe that conſider the

The former Burſe began to be erected in the Year 1566, juſt 
100 Years before it was burnt ; it was built at the Coſt and 
Charges of a noble Merchant, Sir Thomas Greſham, and in a ſo- 
lemn manner, by a Herald and Sound of Trumpet, inthe Pre- 
Tence, and by the ſpecial Command of Queen Elizabeth, Pro- 
claimed and Named the Royal- Exchange. It was built of Brick, 
and yet was the moſt ſplendid Burſe (all Things conſidered) 
that was then in Europe; before the Building whereof, the Burſe 
for Merchants was kept in Lombard - Screet. f

of Chancery in London) and thoſe places were called either Iuns 
from the Saxon, or Hoflels from the French, and at preſent are 
named Halls, where every Student lived wholly upon his own 
Charge, until divers bounriful Patrons of Learning, in their 
oreat Wiſdom, thoughr beſt to ſettle for ever, plentiful Re- 
venues in Lands and Houſes, to maintain in Diet, Cloaths and 
Books, ſuch Students, as by Merit and Worth, ſhould from 
time to time be choſen, and ro ſettle large Salaries for Pro- 
feſſors to inſtruct them, and for a Head to govern them, ac- 
cording to certain Statutes and Ordinances made by the ſaid 
Patrons or Founders, and theſe are called Colledges ; whereof 
the firſt thus endowed in Europe, were Univerſity, Balig!, and 
Merton Colled ges in Oxford, and St. Peter's in Cambridge, all 
made Colledges in the 13th Century, although Tniver/ty Cole 
leage hath been reckon'd'a place for Students, ever ſince the 
Year 872, by the Royal Bounty of our foreſaid Saxen King 
Alfred, and was anciently called Magna aula Univerſitat:is, as 
ſince Univerſity-Coltedge, where were divers Profeſſors, and all 
the Liberal Sciences read. OS 

Of ſuch endowed Colledges there are in Oxford Nineteen ; 
and of Halls (where, with the like Diſcipline, Students hve 
upon their own Means, only excepting ſome certain Exhibi- 
tions, or annual Penſions annexed to fome one or two of 
them) there are Six. [See rhe Lift of the [aid Colledges and 
Halle, as aiſo of their Founders and Governors, XC. at the end of

 Thele Colledges have, within their own Walls, Lectures, Di-

to perform all Exerciſes, to be ſubject to all Statutes, and to 
the Head of the Houſe. They are never to he ſeen abroad out 
of their Chambers, much, leſs out of their Colledges, without 
their Caps and Gowns ; an excellent Order, no where obſerved 
in foreign Parts, but in Salamanca, Aicala! de Henares, called 
in Latin, Complutum, and the reſt of the Univerſities f Spain 
and in Conimbra, and Evora in Portugal. Their Gowns are all to 
be black, only the Sons of the higher Nobility are herein in- 
dulged. for they may wear rich flower d filk Gowns, and all 
Dotors Scarlet Robes. 

Degrees] The Degrees taken in the Univerſity are only 
two, of Batchelor and Maſter, (for fo they are anciently called, as 
well in Divinity, Law, Phyjick, as in the Arts;) at preſent the 
Degrees in thoſe three Profeſſions, are called Batchelor: and 
Dectors, only in the Arts Batchelor and Maſter. | 

The Act.] Every Yearat the Act, or Time of compleatingthe 
Degree of Maſter, both in the three Profeffions and Arts 
(which is always the Monday after the ſeventh of July) there 
are, unleſs ſome extraordinary Occaſion hinders great Solem- 
nities, not only for publick Exerciſes, but Feaſtings, | 
In theſe three Profeſſions, and in the Arts, there proceed 
' Maſters and Doctors Yearly, about 150; and every Zn:

Nor was his Care for the future State and Preſervation of jr 
Jeſs than it ought to be: For after the Univerſity had built the 
Publick Schools juſt by the Library up two Stories high, he him. 
felf,at his own Charge, raiſed a Gallery all round a Story higher, 


to the intent that when the new part of the Library ſhall be 


filld with Books, they might go ou to furniſh theſe Galleries 
alſo. Beſides this, he made an Agreement with the Statlonere- 
Company in London, to give one Copy to the Library of every 
Book which they ſhou'd print from thence-forward ; which 
Agreement they obſerv'd very well, till about the Near 1640. 


And laſtly, by his Will, he left a conſiderable Eſtate to the 


Univerſity in Land and Money, for Salaries to the Officers, 
for keeping the Fabrick in Repair, and for buying new Books, 
But this is now fallen miſerably ſhort. 

Sir Thomas Bodley died January 28, 1612. after he had made 
fit Statutes for the Government of the Place, and they had been 
Confirm'd in Convocation, and he declar'd by the Univerſity to 
be the Founder of the Library; but with "Don the Cenius of 
the Place did nor ſeem to fall. ſince there are now more than 
double or treble the Number of Books in it, than were there ar 


his Death. | 


The World has had ſeveral printed Catalogues of the Books 
in the Bedleran Library. Thar of the printed Books publiſh'd 
by Dr. Hyde, was in the Year 1674. ſince which Time there 
have come in ſo many Thouſands more, that a new Catalogue 
is now compoling by the Learned Dr. Hudſon, the preſent Li- 
brary-keeper, which will give the World full Satisfaction in 
this Point, and that as ſoon as may be. As to the Manuſcripts, 
an Account of them alſo was publiſh'd about ſeven Years ago: 
Since which time, the Univerſity has bought all the Manu- 
ſcripts of the Deceated Dr. Ea ward Bernard, with ſuch of his 
printed Books as were fit for the Library. 

Upon the whole, this Library is much larger than thar of 
any Univerſity in Earope Nay, it exceeds thoſe of all the So— 
vereigns in Europe, except the Emperor's and the French King's, 
which are both of them older by almoſt an hundred Years. 
Theſe, as does the Patican in Rome, the Medicean at Florence, and 
Beſſa ions at Venice, excced the Rodleian in Greek Manuſcripts; 
which yet outdoes them all in Oriental Manuſcripts: And as 
for printed Beoks,no Icalian Library is ſo celebrated as the An- 
brofian at Milan, though it is much inferior to the Bodleran ; 35 
is that likewiſe at Hofenbuttel, both in Manuſcripts and Printed 
Books, though we ſhould even allow rhe Account given of it 
by Cenringi us. | : je

Galleries are repleniſhed with the Pictures of the Founders of 


the Colledges, and of other Learned Men: And here is a great 
Collection of ancient Inſcriptions and Marbles, moſt of them 
formerly part of the Arundelian Collection; the reſt given 
ſince by Mr. Selden, and Sir George Wheley, 

But as if all theſe Books were not ſufficient for the Studious ; 
and, in order to keep the Scholars as much within Doors as 
poſſible, the Univerſity has encouraged Privat? Libraries, where- 
of every Colledge has one, as alſo ſome of the Halls. Amongſt 
 thereſt, thoſe of. Magdalen, Corpus Chriſti, Mertin, Baliol, St. John's, 

and New Collcage, excel both in Manuſcripts and Printed Book; 
Lincoln, Jeſus, and Univerſity Colledges have leſſer Libraries of 
both kinds: Chriſt. Church, Trinity, and Queent, conſiſt moſtly 
of Printed Books: The Caſe of which laſt mention'd Library, 


is a ſtately Fabrick lately erected, and the inſide almoſt fill'd 
with Books.

very beautiful and magnificent Buildings, among whic!; 


the Clarendon P2infing-Youſe deſerves particularly to be 


taken notice of, as being a Work far ſurpaſſing any Thing 
of that kind in any part of the World. 8 
This magnificent Structure is ficuated parallel co the Schools, 


at the Diftance of an hundred Feet from the North Side, Or 


the Weſt is the Theatre, and on the Eaſt a Palliſade running from 


one Building to the other; ſo that theſe three Buildings with 
the Palliſade, form a ſpacious Court or Quadrangle, which is 


very handſomely paved. i 

The Building contains in Length 115 Feet, and in Breadth

Derives its Name from Aire, the Head-Burgh of the Shire; which 
is a little Mart and a well known Port upon a River of the fame 
Name, fituate in a ſandy Plain, yet has pleaſant and fruitful Fields, 
with Greens, which afford a pleaſant Proipet both Winter and Sum- 
mer, The Country generally produces good ſtore of Corn and Graſs; 
is very populous, and the Inhabitants are exceeding induſtrious. Be- 
tween the Town and the Sea, Cromwell built a Citadel, which was 
well Fortified with a Foſſe and a Stone Wall; it was demoliſhd at the 
Reſtoration, and now only ſome Houſes are ſtanding, and ſome Angles 
of the Ramparts. By the King's Patent, Aire is the Sheriff's Seat, and 
has a Country of 32 Miles extent under its Juriſdiction. This County 
contains the three great Baileries of Scotland, Carrick, Kyle, and Cun- 
wngham. Carrick is a Country fruitful in Pattures, and abundantly 
furniſt'd with Commodities by Sea and Land. Robert Bruce, 
that famous King of Scotland. was Earl of Carrick. Kyle is a plentiful 


Country and well inhabited. Tr is divided into Kings-Kyle, and Kyle- 


Stuart; of the firſt the Campbels of Laudun were the Heritable Sheriffs; 
ot the other, the Mallace's of Craigie; but both the Sheriffſhips are now 
united 1n the Earl of Loudun. The Earl of Caffilis is Heritable Bailiff 
of Carrick, and the Earl of Eglington of Cunningham. Cunningham tig- 
nifies the King's Habitation, whence we may gueſs at the Beauty of its 
Situation. Not far from Ardraſſan in this County is Largis, imbrued 
vrith the Blood of the Norwegiains by King Alexander III.

The 
Conveniency of the Frith of Clyde, the Coaft whereof is all along ye- 
ry fafe for Ships to ride in, has cauſed great Improvements in theſe 
Parts, At the Weſt End of a fair Bay ſtands Gowrock Town and 
Caſtle belonging to Sir William Stuart, Bart, where there is a good 
Road and a Harbour lately fitted up. More inward ſtands Greenock, a 
well bunt Town and a good Harbour in Hewen Stone, belonging te 
Sir Fehn Shaw, Bart. one of the moſt conſiderable upon all that Coaſt; 
the chief Seat of the Herring-Fiſhing in the Weſt-Scas, where the 
Company of Fiſhermen have built a Houſe for the Conyeniency 
of Trade, Near this Place is Crawford Dyke, where good Houſes are 
lately built; and a little more to the South, New wert where the 
Town of Glaſcow has built a new Port, and named it Port. Glaſgom, 
with 2 large Publick Houſe. Here is the Cuftom-Houſe for all this 
Coaſt, and the Town of Glaſgow has oblig'd the Merchants to load 
and unload here, Ten Miles up the River from Port- Glaſgem Hands 
Paſly. two Miles from Clyde, formerly a very noble Monaſtery ; the 
Abby and Church, with fair Gardens and Orchards, and 
a little Park for Fallow Deer, are all incloſed with a Stone-Wall 
>0ut a Mile in Circuit. At this Town there is a large Roman Camp, 
with a Fretorium at the Weſt. end, on 3 Niſing · ground, upon the Def- 
cent whereot the Town of Paſiy ſtands. The Prætorium is not large, 
but has been well fortified with three Foſſes and Dykes of Earth, of 
hich ſo much is ſtill remaining, that a Man on Horſeback cannot 
ee oyer them. Ir ſeems to have included all that Ground which the 
Town ' ſtands upon, and may have been a Mile in Compaſs, When 
one treads upon the Ground of the Præterium, it gives a Sound as if 
it were hollow, occalion'd probably by ſome Vaults underneath, ſuch 
as are at Camelon and Airdeeh, two others of their Camps. At Lang- 
file alſo there is an appearance of an Old Camp on the Top of the 
Hils.

count if improved to the beſt Advantage : But their Fiſhing is the 
Branch of Trade which may be carry'd on with more Eaſe and Profit 
in their own Seas, than can be done by any Foreign Nation whatſo- 
ever; by reaſon of the Conveniency and Plenty of their Loughs and 
Harbours, which are ſtored with almoſt infinite Numbers of Fiſh : 
They lye very conveniently for a Trade with Denmark, Sweden, Ham- 
Burgh. Holland, Ireland. and France; Spam which is the beſt Market 
in the World for Fiſh, as the Hollanders experience, is not above Ten 
Days Sailing from them with a favourable Wind. Many of the Na- 
tives of Scotland have not yet arrived to a ſufficient Skill in Agricul- 
ture; for which cauſe many Tracts of Rich Land lye neglected, or at 


| leaſt but meanly improved, to what they might be; and this is the 


more to be regretted, becauſe there are many Parcels of Rich Ground 
both in Scotland and the Iſlands, which if Cultivated, would maintain 
treble the Number of the prefent Inhabitants, and increaſe and pre- 
ſerve their Cattle; many of which thro' the Scarcity of Hay and Straw, 
dye in the Winter and Spring for want of Fodder. | 

It has been long oblerved that the Iſlands of Scotland, elpeciaily the 
Weſtern lye more conveniently for carrying on, and bringing the Fiſh- 
ing Trade to Perfection, than any other Parts f Europe. 

K. Charles I. firſt began the Experiment, as I mention'd before, in 
conjunction with a Company o! Merchants; but that Deſign miſcar- 
ry'd by the Civil War, which unhappily broke out at that Time, The 
next Attempt was made by K. Charles II. who allo joined with ſome 
Merchants, and this ſucceeded well tor a Time. Mr. Marin lures 
us from ſuch as ſaw the Fiſh that were catched by that Company, 
that they were reputed the beſt i Europe of their Kind, and accord- 
ingly fetched a greater Price; but this Deſign was ruined thus, The 
King having occaſion for Money, was advited to withdraw that which 
was employed in the Fiſhery; at which the Merchants being Gifp'ea- 
ſed, ard diſagreeing likewile among themſelves, they alſo withirew 
their Money, and that Deſign has neyer been renewed firce that 
Time. | 
But the Revival of this Undertaking, will in all probability be 
one of the Bleſſings which this Iſland will reap by the late Hep, Int. 
on. What can't Engliſh Money and Scottiſh Induſtry effect?

=JOnarchy being the ancienteſt and perfecteſt Gopein- 
ment in the World, and moſt agreeable to the ec. 

ple of Scotland, it has continued under that Form 
ever ſiace it became a diſtinct Kingdom from Sous 
Britain. It has enjoyed the ſame Advantages which 
have diſtinguiſhed the Exglip Monarchy, that 37 ha 
never been enſlaved to the Will and Pleaſure of Ar- 
bitrary Tyrannical Sovereigns, It was Hereditary, the Crown delcend- 
ing from the Father to the Son, and to his Heirs, and for want on 
Sons, to the Eldeſt Daughter and her Heirs; for want of Daughters, 
to the Brother and bis Heirs; and for Want or Incapacity of a 1570167, 
to the Siſter and her Heirs, When the next Heir was under age, or 
in capable of Government, the next of the Line was made Eiag, ho 
enjoyed the Crown during bis Lite, but it did not go to his Sons, bus 


be the Hieite of the lor mer King, provided they were of Age and le 
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ple of the Adminiſtration, In thoſe Days Superſtition had not blinded 
Men's Eyes, or diveſted them of Reaſon fo far as co think, that there 
was any thing Divine or Sacred in any Race of Mankind which was 
ex traduce, and propagated from Father to Son in the ordinary Way cf 
Generation. Whatever was Sacred in Kings, the ancient Scots aſſerted 
it belonged to his Office, and that being derived from the People, they 
never dreamed it came from Heaven, as After-Ages did, being deluded 
by Romiſh Prieſtcraft, whereby every Civil Inſtitution, nay, even Lands, 
Perſons, and whatever the Prieſt pleaſed, was made Sacred; and thele 
Artifices the Church of Rome borrowed from the Egyptians and Eaſtern 
Coontries, which were ever prone to Idolayy, and tertile in Flattery, 
as we ſee from the Sacred and Profane Writers. The Saliqus Law, or 
Cuſtom of France, Turty, and other Barbarous Countries, have no 
Force here. It was alſo an Independent Monarchy, owing no Sub- 
jection to the Pope, or to any other Potentate in the World. nor did 
the Subjects pay Allegiance to any Prince, but their own. Native Sove- 
reign. 

Fr true indeed the Original of Government in Scotland, is a Point 
that has been much debated by ſome of their own Hiftorians, who to 
this Day repreſent ir very differently; ſome are fo indulgent to the 
Peoples Claim of Right, that 'tis no wonder to ſee their Followers 
carry it very high on that fide, and derive it expreſly from the People; 
who when they were under a neceflary Conſtraint by reaſon of Wars, 
transerr'd their Power to Fergus Son of Ere, and created him their 
firſt King; but on the other Hand, ſuch Conclalions were drawn from 
thoſe Principles, as were prejudicial to the Right of Princes in general, 
as well as che Monarchy of Scotland in particular; and this occation'd a 
ſevere Act of Parliament againſt the Slanderers of the King, his Proge- 
nitors, and the Eſtates of the Kingdom, in the Reign of K. James VI. 
The Terror of this Statute, ſeconded by the Arguments of Great and 
Learned Men, prevail'd for ſome time; but within half an Age, the 
Republicans, or rather the Oppoſers of the Power which the Kings of 
Scotland had formerly claim'd, were as rife as ever, and their Libels 
2gainſt the Monarchy as numerous; but they were fo effectually oppo- 
ſed by Arguments from Antiquity, Law, and the Reaſons alledg'd 
againſt em, that they bave almoſt totally diſappear'd in the preſent 
Age, which univerſally condemn'd ſuch Opinions, and have now by 
Joyuing with the Engliſh in ſettling the Succeſſion upon the next Pro- 
teitant Heir, declared that they are refolyed to maintain that Succeſſion 
ander which they haye been fo long, and fo proſpe:;oully Goyern'd,

an Office given to Walter, Father of Rcbert II. King of Scotlaud, from 
whom the Kings and Qurens of that Rice are deſcended. He was 
Grand Sexeſchal or Hinh Steward or Stuart of Scotland, and (as other 
great Offices) became from a perſonal Title to be uſed as a Surname of 
: Kings of Scotland, and of many illuſtrious Families deſcended from 
them, | | 
Title.] The Scots Kings generally tool the fame Titles as the 
Engliſh: King Edgar of England ſtiled himſelt Baſileus, and fo did King 
Edgar cf Scotland. King John of England cbanged the finpular Num- 
ber into the Plural in all publick Inſtruments, and ſoon after King A. 
lexander II. of Scotland did the ſame, The common Compellation of 
the Scoitiſh Kings, was Dominns Rex, and ſometimes Illaſtriſſmus Do- 
minus Ligeus, and about K. Fames lil's time, Metuendiſſimu, in ſpeak- 
mg to them they were called Grace, Highneſs, and at laſt Majeſty: But 
their Titles have varied in ſome Reigns; for K. William I. hav the II- 
tle of Defender of the Church, given bim by the then reigning Pope, as 
That of Protedicr of the Chriſtian Faith was afterwards conterr'd on 
Fames IV. ard there was no continued one peculiar to them except 
that of, By be Grace of God King of Scotland. England, France and Irt- 
land, which till abrogated by tue late Union of the Two Crowus, wou'd 
otherwiſe have endured to Perpetuity.

FE Gevernment of the Church of Scotland is Presbyterian, e. 
Lirk-Sefſions, Precbyteries, Provincial Synods, and General Ajj91119:199- 
Theſe Eceleſiaſtical Judicatories are compoſed of Deacons, Kulig El- 
Lers, and Miniſters, who are all reputed as Eccleſiaſticks in that Church. 
Deucons.] A Deacon is a Man of good Character for Magners 
and Vnderftarding, who having a Competency in the World is cha- 
len by the Kirk-Seſſion in etery Pariſh, approved by the Gongregat

Doors, when there is a Sermon, which is the only publick way in

Winters or Preaching-D2esbyters.,] Their Office includes 
the Oflices of Deacons and Ruling-Elders. Beſides they only can 
Preach, Adminiſter the Sacraments, Catechiſe, Pronounce Church. 
Cenſures, Ordain Deacons and Ruling Elders, aſſiſt at the Impoſi ion 
of Hands upon other Miniſters, and moderate or preſide in all Eccle- 
Haſtical Judicatories. ; 

Velides the Miniſters Qualifications of Life and Manners, of which 
| eyere Scrutinies are always made, he ought to be competently Learn 
e11n the Scriptures, the Learned Languages, and all forts of Divinity. 
The Pregbytery always tries hint before he can be licenſed to preach, 
in order to obtain a Call to be a Miniſter of any Pariſh; and uſually in 
Stiad, all their Miniſters have had Academic Education, and have 
commenced Maſters in Arts. . | 

None are Ordained till they have obtained a Call to a particular 
Flock | which when obtained, they cannot deſert without the Autho- 
e Presbytery, or ſome ſuperior Judicatory.

When a Pariſh wants a Miniſter, the Heretors and Flders, and in 
Royal Burgas the Magiſtrates, and Kirk-Seſſion, and Heretors chuſe 3 
Probationer, 1. e. one licenſed by a Presbytery formerly to preach, 6; 
an ordained Miniſter, wbom they pleaſe, to be their Paftor, Him 
they propoſe to the Presbytery, defiring them to appoint one of thei;

Diſcipline of the Kirk, of the Motives of his coming into the Mini 
ſtry, and whether by any indirect Means he has obtained that Call; of 
his Reſolution to do his Duty faithfully in that Station, and to obey 
the ſeveral Judicatories of the Church in the Lord, Upon bis an- 
ſwering to the Moderator's Satis faction, the Parifhioners are called up- 
on to ratify their Choice by litting up of their Hands. When that i; 
done, the Moderator goes from the Pulpit into the Middle of the 
Church, and there he and the other Miniſters then preſent lay their 
Hands upon the Head of the Perſon that is to be Ordain'd, and {9

The Ordination being over, the Elders, Heretors and chief Pariſhioners, 
take their Miniſter by the Hand, If the Nominee had becn Ordained 
before, be is only recommended to the People with a ſuitable Sermon 
and Prayers by the Moderator, and the People take bim by the Hand.

A Miniſter that enters upon his Charge before Whit/unday, has on 
that Day 2 Right to the whole Year's Stipend, If he enters between 
Whitſunday and Michaelmaſs, he has half, and bis Fredeceſſor. if tranſ- 
lated or deſpoſed, bas the other half, But if his Predeceſſor ſerves 
till after Michaelmaſs, he hath the whole of that Year's Stipend. 
The Widow, Children, and neareſt Kin to the Defun&, have a 
Right by Act of Parliament to an Annate, i. e. half a Yea!*. Stipend 
oyer and above what was his Due for his Incumbency. So ex, gr. if 
he dies between Mhitſunday and Michaelmaſs, half is due for lncum- 
bency, and half for Annate.

Kirk⸗Seſſions.] In Scotland there are 890 Pariſher, whereof 31 


are Collegiate Churches; i. e. where the Cure is ſerved by more than 
one Miniſter, Every Pariſh is divided according to their Extent into 
particular Diſtricts, each of which bas its own Elders and Deacon to 
overſee it, A Conſiſtory of Miniſters, Elders and Deacons is called 2 
Kirk-Seſion. This Conſiſtory meets once a Week at leaſt, to confi- 
der the Affairs of the Pariſh as a Religious Society. This is the loweſt 
Eccleſiaſtical Judicatory in Scotland, and its Juriſdiction goes not be- 
yond its own Pariſh, The Miniſter is always Moderator, but with» 
ont a Negative; can call a Kirk-Seſſion when he pleaſes, and if at 


home is always bound to attend: If abſent, the Elders and Deacons 


may meet about the Affairs of the Poor without him, and can give 
allo Teſtimonials to any Pariſhioner that wou'd remove; but Matters 
of Scandal they cannot meddle with; in that Cate they muſt fend to 
the Presbytery, to ſend 'em a Miniſter to hold à Kick-Seſſion during 
ſuch Abſence of their own Miniſter. 

be Kirk-Seffion can judge in Matters of leſſer Scandal; greater, 
ſuch as Adultery c. are left to the Presbytery: They can ſuſpend trom 
the Lord's-Supper tor à time: Their Conſent in the Call of a Miniſter 
and Precentor (i. 8. Pariſh Clerk) is neceſſary: They provide all Ne- 
ceſſaries tor the Communion : They regulate all Particulars relating 
to publick Worſhip, and give Notice of all Catechiſings, and Parochi- 
a] Viſitations, They have à Treaſurer who is choſen out of the Dea- 


cons, to keep and diftribute the Poors Money, which Diſtribution they - 


direct. T hey keep two Regiſters, one of Births and Marriages, the 
other of their own Proceedings, which they muſt lay betore the Preſ- 
dytery. Appeals lie from them in all Cafes to their own Presbytery, 
Won they are to contradict in nothing.

The Minifters of theſe Pariſhes, with one Ruling Elder choſen half.

They meet in the head Town, from whence the Presbytery is de- 
nominated, as often as they pleaſe, and chuſe their Moderator, who 
muſt be a Minifter, half-Yearly; he is only their Prolocutor, and if 
he is abſent, they chuſe another Moderator pro tempore. When im. 
mediate Buſineſs falls out within the Time of the Adjournment, the 
Moderator can ſummon a Presbytery to meet in the intermediate 
Time, as they call it, pro re natd. The adjacent Presbyteries uſually | 
ſend Correſpondents to each other, who upon producing their Com- 
miſſions have a Vote in the Presbyteries to which they are ſent, By 
this means they can ask Advice of each other in difficult Caſes, and 
they can give an Account of their own Determinations in paralle!

Probationecs, interpoſe in all Calls and Ordinations of Miniſters to dit- 
ferent Pariſhes, ſuſpend or depoſe them, and in ſhort, determine Ec- 
clefiaftical Matters of all ſorts within their Bounds, but fo as not to 
contravene any Act of Parliament. There lies an Appeal from the 
Presbyteries in all Cafes to Provincial Syuods.

They fend 
to and receive Correſpondents from the neighbouring Synods, as the 
ſeyeral Presbyteries did before between one another, upon whom in 
every thing they are a Check, Appeals lying to them from Presbyte- 
ries, in all Cafes whatſoever, If the Plurality of the Presbytery de- 
| fire it, the Moderator can call an Intermediate Seſſion pro re natd: 
Presbyteries are ſubject to the privy Cenſures of the Synods, as Mini- 
ters are to the privy Cenſures of the Presbyteries. Ar every Ordina- 
ry Seſſion a Diet is appointed; i. e. one certain Time, in which theſe 
privy Cenſures are perform'd, All the Acts of the Synods are ſubje& 
to the Review of General Aſſemblies; for which reaſon they keep 
exact Regiſters of all their Proceedings.

General Aſſemblies.] The General Aſſembly is the Dernier Re. 
fort of the Church of Scotland; to which Appeals lie from every Pro- 
vincial Synod, and from which no Appeal lies to any Superior Court. 

It conſiſts of Commiſſioners from Presbyteries, Royal Burghs. and 
Univerfitiess A Presbetyry conſiſting of under 12 Miniiters, tends 
two Miniſters and one Ruling Elder. If it contains between 12 and 
18 Miniſters, it ſends three and one Ruling Elder. If it contains be- 
tween 18 and 24 Miniſters, it {ends tour Miniſters and two Ruling 
Elders. Butif the Presbytery has 24. Miniſters, it ſends five Minifters 
and two Ruling Elders. Every Royal Burgh ſends one Ruling Elder, 
and Edinburgh 2; whoſe Election mult be atteſted by the reſpective 
EKirk- Seſſion of their own Burghs. Every Univerſity tends one Com- 
miſſioner, uſually a Miniſter of their own Body. The Commiſſioners 
are choſen yearly, fix Weeks before the Meeting of the Aflembly. 
The Ruling Elders are uſually of the firſt Quality of the Country. 

This Aſſembly meets once a Year, and for the moſt part at Edin« 
hung; The Sovereign or His Commiſſioner is always preſent, but 
gives no Vote. Upon the Day appointed, the preceding Moderator 
makes a Sermon before the King's Commiſſioner and the Members. 
Sermon ended, they go to the Ailembly-Houſe ; where the Commiſſi- 
ener bang upon the Throne, they proceed to chuſe a Moderator. The 
Vieftion is managed thus: Thelaſt Moderator nominates two or three 
Miruſters, to whom the Aſſembly adds whom they pleaſe. The No- 
ines are {aid to be upon the Lift, Every Man upon the Lift gives 
Vote and withdraws: Then the Aſſembly Votes, and he that bas 
te Hajority is Choſen, and takes the Chair at the Foot of the Throne.

Matters of great Weight, that bind the whole Church, are firſt

Scotland, who return their Anſwers by their Com miſſioners to the next 
Aſſembly; who, according as they find them approved by the Presby-

Oace every Aſſembly a Diet is appointed, to inſpect the Acts of the 
Provincial Synods, as they had before inſpected the Proceedings of 


the Presbyteries. Before they ariſe, they nominate a Standing Com- 


miſſion of Miniſters and Ruling Elders, choſen out of every *ynod 
to attend the Affairs of the Church till the next Aſſe:nbly meets. 
Of rheſe, 21 is a Quorum, of whom 15 muſt be Miniſters, The 
Moderator of the Aſſemblies moderates in the Commiſſion if pre-

Parochial Examinations and Tatechiſing,j Before every 
Communion the Miniſter viſits and examines every Family in his Pa- 


riſh, once at leaſt; of this, the Lord's-Day preceding Notice is given, 


that every Diſtrict may know when he intends to viſit em. He is 
accompanied with the Ruling Elder and Deacon of the*particular Di- 
Frick, and carries a Regiſter Book with him, in which the Names of 
all the examinable Perſons are entred; when he comes into any Family 
he asks what Addition or Diminution there is ſince he was there laſt: 
if any Addition, he defires the New-comer to produce his Teftimonial 
of Liſe and Manners from the laſt Place of his Abode, without which, 
by ſeveral Aſſembly Acte, no Man can be admitted as a Member of 
any Congregation. Upon producing ſuch a Certificate, bis Name is Res 
giftred, Upon failing, he is commanded to procure one, elſe he can 
be no Member of that Kirk. To live Six Weeks in a Pariſh makes a 
Man 2 Pariſhioner, after which if he leaves it, be muſt get a Certificate 
of his gocd Behaviour, figned by the Miniſter, or Kirk-Seſſion Clerk, 
in the Name and with the Conſent of the Kirk-Seſſion. If the New» 
comer only removes from another Family in the Pariſh, his Name is 
transferr'd in the Regiſter (or as they call it, the Examiaation Book) 
to its proper Place. Then he marks the Children, and enters em in 
his Examination Book, if they are of a fit Age. He then exhorts eve- 
ry one to a ſtrict Obſervance of their reſpective Duties, and particular 
ly to Family Prayer, Reading the Scriptures, and Singing of Pſalms. 


To omit Family Prayer is eſteem'd very ſcandalous; and the Omiſſion 


of it is often puniſhed with Excommunication. At parting the Mini- 
ſter uſually prays with eyery Family. & 

Viſication being over, the Miniſter gives Notice when he will exa- 
mine the Perſons marked in his Book. Every Diſtrict comes to Church 
by themſelves at the time appointed, and the Mir iſter, accompanied 
wich the Elder and Deacon of that Diſtrict, examines them in order 


as they ſtand in the Examination Book. He examines them out of the 


ſhorter Catechiſm, and it the Perſon anſwers, he Catechiſes upon thoſe 
| Quettions, and inſtructs them in what is difficult. He marks alſo at 
every ones Name how they anſwer.

Baptiſm.] This Sacrament is Adminiſtred by none but the Mini. 
ſter, who does it by ſprinkling only, not Immerſion ; whether it be 
Adminiftred at Church or at Home, there is always a Sermon before 
it. The Father, if he lies under no publick Scandal, and in his Ab- 
ſence ſome Reputable Neighbour, preſents the Infant to the Miniſter, 
who asks the Parent, if he deſires the Child ſhall be received into the 
viſible Church, and receive the Signs and Seals of the Covenant of 
Grace by Baptiſm.

miſed by the Parent or Preſenter, the Miniſter craves a Bleſſing upon 


the Ordinance, and ſprinkles a little Water on the Child's Face, in the 
Name of the Father, the Son, and of the Holy Gi oft. 
Lo:d's-Dupper.] Some Time before the Lord's Supper 15 ad- 
miniſtred, the Congregatiou is to have Notice of it from che Pulpit, 
The Week before, the Kirk-Seſſion meets, and draws up a Liſt ct al! 
the Communicants in the Pariſh, according to the Miniſters Examina- 
tion Book, and the Teſtimony of the Elders and Deacons. According 
to this Lift, Tickets are given out to the Elders to give to the Com- 
municants, if required: The Miniſter and Elders give Tickets allo 
to Strangers who bring ſufficient Teſtimonials; and none arc ever al. 
lowed to Communicate without ſuck Tickets, which arc produced 
at the Table. Thoſe that never Received, are inſttucted by the Mi- 
niſter, ſeyerally and by themſelves, in the nature of the Sacraments, 
and caught that is the proper Preparation thereunto» 7 
The Communion is always Celebrated upon the Lord's-Day The 
Wedneſday or Thurſday before there is a Solemn Faſt, and on the SA, 
day there are two Preparatory Sermons, On Sunday Morning, alter 
Singing and Prayer as uſual, the Miniſter of the Pariſh preaches 4 ſulta- 
ble Sermon; and, when the Ordinary Worſhip is ended, he, in the: 
Name ot Jeſus Chriſt, forbids the Unworthy to approach, and ies 


the Peniteut to come and Receiye the Sacrament, Thea he gas; a 
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che Body of the Church, where one or two Tables according to its 
Wideneſs are placed, reaching from one End to the other, cover'd 
with a White Linnen Cloth, and Seats on both fides for the Commu- 
nicants. The Miniſter places himſelf at the middle er end of the Ta- 


ble, on which the Elemeats are placed. After à ſhort Diſcourſe; he - 


reads the Inſtitution, and bleſſes the Elements: Then he breaks the 
Bread. and diſtributes it and the Wine to thoſe that are next him, who 
tranſmit them to their Neighbours ; the Elders and Deacons attending 
to ſerve, and to fee that things are done decently and in Order. Whilſt 
theſe Receive, the Miniſters diſcourſe concerning the nature of this 
| Sacrament. When the firſt Company has Receiy'd, they withdraw, 


and others take their Places; and whilt the Companies are Sitting, a 


P{a!m is Sung, and ſo they continue till all have Communicated. The 
Miniſter then returns to the Pulpit; and diſcourſes concerning the par- 
ticular Cafes of Communicants; and with Thankſgiving and Singing of 


Pſalms the Morning Service is concluded. Then the Congregation are 


diſmiſſed for an Hour, and ſo meet again, when they have the uſual 
Aftcraoon- Worſhip; and on Monday about Nine a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, 3 is publick Worſhip, and two Sermons which cloſe the 
whole. 


On theſe Occaſions, the Pariſn-Miniſter is aſſiſted by two or three 


of his Neighhaurs, and ſeldom preaches oftner than the Morning of 
the Sacrament Day, There are no private Communions allowed in 


Scotland. 


Holp-Days.] No Holy-days are obſerved in Scotland beſides the 
Lord's Day, which is obſerved with great Exactneſs. Faſts and Thankſ-

Method of Diſcipline. ] The Diſcipline of the Church is regu- 
lated by Two Aſſembiy Acts. One dated April 4. 1705, in which it 
is Euacted, That in Caſes of groſs Scandal, where the Perſons puilty 
appear oftner than once before the Congregation, the Kirk - Seſſion ſhall ' 
declare to them that they are unworthy ot the Communion, or com- 
mand them penitent or not, to appear in publick to be rebuked for 
their Sin; according to St. Paul's Command, 1 Tim. V. 20. After 
duch Rebuke, the Miniſters and Elders ſhall inſtruct them in the Hei- 
nouſneſs of their Sins, and when they are ſatisficd that theſe Offenders 
are truly penitent, ſhall admit them to a publick Profeſſion of their 
Repentance, in order to Abſolution. If they continue Impenitent, the 

LKirk-Seſſion ſhall conſult its own Presbytery, who if they ice Cauſe, 
ſhall command the Sentence of leſſer Eæcommunication to be denounced 
againſt them before the Congregation, which ſhall continue till the 
Seſſions are ſatisfied of their Amendment. And this Sentence is to be 
intimated the Lord's-day next before the Adminiſtration of the Sacra» 
ment. „ 

The other Aſſembly Act bears date April 18. 1507. In that the 
whole Form of Proceſs with Relation to Scandals, Cenſures, and A. 
ſolutions, is fet down. A Summary of which here follows. 

Nothing ſhall be eſteemed Scandalous, but what is accounted fo by 
the Word of God, or by ſome Act of univerſal Cuſtom of the Church 
of Scotland agreeable thereunto. If a Scandal is not noticed in Five 

Years, it ſhall not be revived ſo as to form a Proceſs there annent, un- 
els it becomes again Flagrant; but in ſuch Caſes the Conſciences of the 
O!teaders ought to be dealt with in private, to bring em to a Senſe of 
their Sin and Duty, | 

All Church judicatories have Power to Convene, Examine and Cen- 
fore every Perſon within their own Bounds, in all Eccleſiaſtical Cau-

Director has the Cuſtody of this Quarter Seal, and appends it to ſuch 
Writs which paſs under it, | 


In all Writs extended in the Chancellary, the Director and his De- 
pntes do obſerve a certain Formula, which they keep in Record by 
them, and is called the Order of the Chancellary.

HE Privy-Council of Scotland was ſometimes ſaid to be the 
Spring of the Government, ſeeing all Parliaments and Conven. 
tions of Eſtates were called by their Advice; and the Writs iſſuing 
under the Great Seal for ſummoning Parliaments were directed to 
them, and the Members Elected were returned by them: But now the 
Union of the Two Kingdoms of England and Scotland being bappily ef- 
fected, the whole Iſland is thereby ſubject to one Sovereignty, and repre. 
ſented by one Parliament. The Privy-Council of Scotland was aboliſhed 
Anno Sexto Anne Regina in an Act of Parliament of Great Britain, entitled, 
An Act for rendring the Union of the Two Kingdoms more compleat; where. | 
in it was enacted, That from and after the Firſt Day of May, in the 
| Year of our Lord One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Eight, the Queen's 
Majeſty, ber Heirs and Succc ſſors ſhall have but one Privy-Council in, 
or for the Kingdom of Great Britain, to be ſworn to her Majeſty, her 
Heirs and Succeſſors as Sovereigns of Great Britain; and ſuch Privy. 
Council ſhall have the ſame Powers and Authorities as the Privy-Coun. 
cil of England law fully had, uſed, and exerciſed at the Time of th- 
Union, and none other. Which Act has alſo lodg'd the Power of ſum- 
moning and returning Members of Parliament in other Hands. 


The Courts of Judicature. 


The College of Juſtice.) This Court which was inſtituted 
by King James V. Ano 1532, is one of the moſt Noble, Decent, anc 
Orderly Courts in Europe, both upon account of its firſt Foundation, 
and of the later Conſtitution made by the ſaid H. James V. who by its 
newer Foundation created it a College of Juſtice, after the Form of 
the Supreme Sovereign Court or Parliament of Paris, and gave it great 
Privileges, Emoluments, and Immunities. Before this ſecond Erection, 
it was called in Scotland the King's Council, and the Lords were cal- 
led Lords of Council and Seſſion, which Title they till carry. being 
at firſt no more than a Committee of Parliament, and Ambulatory 
by Circuits ; it is ſuppoſed that it had even then a Cumulative and 
Diſtributive Juriſdiction center'd in one, which made it both Ci- 
vil and Criminal, This Court now conſiſts of one conſtant Profi 
dent, and fourteen other Members. The Lord High Chancellor pre- 
iides here when preſent, bur ſpeaks little unleſs he is bred a Lawy*! ; 
the King names ſeveral other extraordinary Lords, who fir, but are not 
obliged ro Attendance, becauſe they have no Sal:ries, but Votes among 


ze reſt, The Court fits fiom the firſt of Neveinber to 2 3 its 
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February ; and from the firſt of Zune to the laſt of July, all incluſive; 
and the ſame is ordain'd by Act of Parliament for all the other Judi- 
catories in Scotland, which fit at the ſame time without regard to the 
Chriſtmas Vacation, In time of Seſſion they fit from Nine a-Clock 
in the Forenoon, every Day in the Week but Sunday and Monday 
sometimes they fit in the Afternoon to end concluded Cauſes, or to 
hear ſuch long Debates as the Forenoon was too ſhort to hear, which 
gives a great Diſpatch to Cauſes that come before them. The Lords 
both Ordinary and Extraordinary, when in the Inner Houſe, fit on a 
Sc micircular Bench in to their Robes, to hear Petitions and Proceſſes 
reſumed by the Clerks: The Advocates debate their Clients Cauſes be- 
fore them. Here are Six principal Clerks, who minute the Heads of, 
preat 8nd weighty Cauſes and Debates, and write the Deliverance of 
Bills, Interlocutory and Definitive Sentences by the Lords in the Inner 
Houſe, who alone make Decreits, and determine all Bufineſs in that 
Court, there being no Appeals from it to any other Court; but by 
Applications to themſelves before Extract, Reduction or Suſpenſion 
in common Form, Which in the ſecond Inſtance comes always be- 
fore themſelves, and muſt be upon other new Grounds than was for-

Advocations and Suſpenſions in another Roll, for the Outer Houle, 
when theſe are called, Terms granted, Acts extracted, which when 
called here are either Sentences pronounced by the Ordinary in the 
Outer Houſe, and ſo decreted, or elſe the Parties crave a Repreſenta- 
tion of one Point or more to the whole Lords, and the Ordinary is to 
make a Report of their Interloquitor, which he reports in the Outer 
Houſe the next Day ordinarily, or at the Side-Bar the next Week; but 
moſt of the Cauſes of the Outer Houſe, eſpecially of Conſequence. 
come to the Inner Houſe, by making an Aviſaudum to all the Lords, 
and is enrolled in courſe, by Warrant in the Inner Houſe Roll of Or- 
ainary Actions, which in its Courſe comes apain to be called in the 
Inner Houſe before the whole Lords; and after debating there, is ei- 
ther a Deciſion, or the Cauſe is concluded. Where there is any Pro- 
bation led or inrolled de novo, in the Roll of concluded Cauſes in the 
laner Houſe, it's adviſed by the Lords (in ſome ſpecial Caſes, in which 
they are allowed to remove all but the Parties and their Proſecutors) 
with «loſe Doors; and where there is any Difficulty alter, the Prefi- 
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dent reſumes the whole, cauſes a Debate, and the Lords call the Par. 
ties and their Proctors, to hear it they have any thing further to lay; 
and commonly they have nothing material further to add : Then 
the Lords order them to remove, and upon ferious Deliberation they 
deba e and vote, and call in the Parties and their Advocates, and 
\ by the Mouth of their Preſident declare their Sentence definitive, 
which is a Decreit to be extracted, as all other Decreits are, by the 
Clerks, conform to the Minutes and Warrants of the Proceſs; if there 
de more Sheets than one in the Decreit, the principal Clerk Side-fipns 
the joyning of every Two Sheets, and the Lord Repiſter ſubſcribes the 
laſt Sheet of the Decreit, which contains the whole Libel, as it is in 
the Summons, the Executions, Debates, and Interloquitors of the Ou 
ter and Inner Houſe, and the Lords Sentence. 8 
* Obſerye, That none may preſume to ſpeak after the Lords begin 
to adviſe, unleſs by them defired, under the Pain of Impriſonment. 
That the Lords may bave time to read Informations, Petitions, and 
the Lieges be caſed of the Trouble of going with them to their Lodg- 
ings, every Lord has a Box ſtanding upon a Table in the Waiting- 
Room in the Inner Houſe from Two to Four a- Clock in the After. 
noon 3 wherein all who, baye Papers to offer, may put em by a 
Slit in the Cover. Each of the principal Clerks have alſo a Box, and 
Parties muſt put their Bills or Anſwers, or Informations of Cauſes to 
be reported, in the Clerk of the Proceſs's Box, when they are put in 
the Lords Boxes, except ſuch Bills as paſs of Courſe, or relate to Acts 
of Decreits ready to be extrafted.

Cauſes conform to the Order of à Roll. The Diets of this Court are 
peremptory, and Cauſes are adyiſed with cloſe Doors. | 
This is a Vidimus of the Procedure of the Lords of Seſſions; but 0! 
all the Courts of this Kingdom, their Decreits and Procedure ace moit , 
formal. So that the Lords by their Conſtitution are obliged to do no- | 
thing but upon the greateſt deliberation in the World. Upon theſe De. 
ereits the Parties raiſe Horning (i. e. Out Law) and other Diligence (ie 
iſſue out Writs of Arreſt) under the King's Signet, for Payment of the 
Debt, or ſecuring the Debtor's Eſtate for Payment of it. In a Were, 
the Method of doing Buſineſs in the Seſſion i more defirable and fate 
to Parties intereſſed, than the Form of Proceſs in any Court of Europe. 
For the Rolls bring in all Cauſes in their due Order, without Partiali- 


ty or Reſpe& of Perſyns, Cavics of the greateſt Confequence are p 
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firſt adviſed by the whole Lords in the Inner Houſe other Cauſes are called 
of courſe before an Ordinary in the Outer Houſe, who decides the Con- 
troverſy, if clear without farther Trouble or Expence; and in Cafe of 
Difficulty takes ſome little Time to adviſe it himſelf, or to adviſe with 
the whole Lords upon it. When he agrees to make an Avuiſanadum 
with the Matter to the whole Lords, he acquaints the Parties what 
Day he will Report it, that they may the Night before put Informati- 
ons thereanent in the Lords Boxes.

This Court is ſaid to have a diftribucive Juriſdiction only, but no 
competent Judicator for Life or Limb, &c. but for Fanlts competent 
to themſelves, too tedious to inſert here, which is only deſigned for a 
general View. This Court makes Acts of Sederunt, equivalent to Laws 
and Acts of Parliament, and are of Force till they are recalled by Par-

The Exchequer.] The Court of Exchequer in Scotland, is Eſta- 
bliſhed by an Act of the Parliament of Great Britain, Anno Sexto Anne. 
Regina, Entituled, An Act for Settling and Eftabliſhing a Court of Exche- 
quer in the North Part of Great Britain called Scotland: Purſuant to a 
Clauſe or Proviſo for that purpoſe in the 19th Article of the Act for a 
Union of the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland. This Court has 
the ame Power, Authority, Privilege and Juriſdiction over the Reve- 
nue of Scotland, as the Court of Exchequer of England has over the 
Revenues there; and all Matters and Things competent to the Court 
of Exchequer in England relating thereto, is likewiſe competent to 
the Exchequer of Scotland. The Judges are likewiſe inveſted with the 
Power of paſſing Signatures, Gifts, and Tutories, and to reviſe and 
compound them in the ſame manner as was done by the Lord High 
Treaſurer, Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and Court of Exchequer 
in Scotland before the Union, and to receive Reſignations in his Maje- 
ſty's Name in the Exchequer at the Time of the Union, and to appoint 
Officers as was in uſe to be done before. All Serjeants at Law, Bar- 

riſters at Law of Five Years ſtanding in any of the Four Inns of Court 
of England; or ſuch Perſons as ſhall be Advocates in the College of 
Juſtice in Scotland for Five Years, are qualified to be made Barons of 
this Court. Their Commiſſions are, quam diu ſe bene geſſerint.

In the Year 1693, Lodowicł Duke of Lenox Couſin to King James Vl.

That Heritable Office devolved thereby to 
King Charles II. as bis next Heir, who convey'd it to Charles Duke of 


Lenox, bis Natural Son, Heritable as before, with a Reſervation of a

volution. In 1693, Hiliam Duke of Hamilton was made Lord High

The Court of Admiralty in Scotland is by a particular Act of Parlia- 
ment (Ad 16 Par!. 2. Car. II.) declared to be a Supreme Court, in 
all Cauſes competent to its own juriſdiction; and the Lord High Ade 
miral is declared to be the King's Lieutenant and Juſtice General upon 
the Seas, and in all Ports, Harbours and Creeks of the ſame, and up- 
on Ireſh Waters and Navigable Rivers, below the firſt Bridge, or with- 


in Floodmark. So that nothing competent to his Juriſdiction can be 


meddled with in the firſt Inſtance, but by the Lord High Admiral, 
and the Judges of his Court.

Faculty of Advocates.] Immediately after the Inſtitution of the 
Seſſion, a certain Number of Perſons of the beſt Reputation, Know- 
ledge and Experience, were appointed to plead in all Actions before 
that Court, who were called General Procurators of the Council or Ad. 
woeater, Their Number was at firſt but Ten, and when any were 
wanting, the Number was to be ſupplied by Advice of the Lordi of 
Seſſion. But in proceſs of time, Buſineſs increaſing, the Number of 

'- . Advocates increaſed likewiſe; ſo that now cheir Number is 180. Of 
- theſe 140 conſtantly attend the Houſe; many of the reſt are Gentle. 
men o! good Eſtates, who enter'd into that Body with no other View, 
than the Honour of being Members of it. The whole Society poes 
commonly under the Name of The Faculty of Advocates, They meet 
every Year the firſt Tueſday in Fanuary, at which Time they chuſe 
their Annual Officers, namely, the Dean, Treaſurer, Clerks, Private and 

Publick Examinators, and a Curator of their Library. 5 

The Dean's Office is to preũde in all their Meetings; and upon any 
extraordinary Occaſion, when the Faculty cannot be conven d, he aſ- 
ſumed to bimſelf a certain Number of the moſt Intelligent and Expe- 

riesced of the Faculty as a Council, to look after the Intereſts and 
Concerns of the Society. Tho' his Office is Annual, yet the ſame 
Perſon is uſually elected again, and is rarely changed. 

The Treaſurer has the Cuſtody and Management of their Stock, 
Which ariſeth from the Dues paid by ſuch as are admitted into the So- 
eiety, and he is frequently continued for ſeveral Years. 

The Clerks are Two of their own Number, who attend their Meet. 
ings by turns, and take Minutes of their Proceedings, and give out 
Extracts of the Orders of the Faculty under their Hand; they are not 
frequently changed.

The Manner of Admiſſion into this Society is by a Trial in the Ci-

Qualify'd, Yea, or No, they give their Opinion by Balloting ; on 
which the Candidate is either admitted by ſigning his Petition, or “ 


mitted to his Studies. After the private Trial, the Candidats . 
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commended by the private Examinators, the Dean aſſigns him a Title 
of the Civil Law for the Subject of his Theſes: And having obtain'd 2 
Diet, i. e. a ſet Day for bis publick Trial, he diſtributes his Thefes a- 
mong the Advocates Eight Days before; and on the Day appointed, 
the Faculty being met to the Number of 25, (which is a Quorum in 
all their Meetings, except in the extraordinary Diſpoſal of Money, and 
then the ſaid Quorum is enlarged to 45,) Three at leaſt of the 15 

ablick Examinators, choſen Annually tor that End to diſpute againſt 
the Candidate's Theſes, and afterward the Faculty give their Opinion 


by Balloting as in the private Trial; and if he is found qualify'd, the- 
Dean is defired to aſſign him a Law, for the Subject of his Speech be- 


fore the Lords, For which end having a Day allow'd him, he appears 
in the Inner Seſſion-houſe, and is allowed to ſtand in one of the 
Lords Places covered while he makes his Harrangue, after which be 
is admitted by taking of the Oaths to the Government, and one is 
be faithful in his Office. | 

For the U!e of the Society, the Faculty has a very valuable Library of 
Books, firſt founded about the Year 1680. It was at firſt intended for 
a Library of Books in the Civil Law chiefly : But that End being in a 
great Meaſure obtained by a very large Collection made of that kind, 
they began to furniſh their Library with Books of all kind of Litere- 
turs, and of late have made a conſiderable Collection of MSS. relate 
ing chiefly to the Aiſtory of the Iſland; and have purchaſed a curious 
Collection of Greek, Roman, Saxon and Scottiſh Medals, which the In- 
genious Mr. Fames Sutherland had with great Labour collected, toge- 
ther with ſeveral Pieces of Roman Antiquities, and a very noble Coles 
{tion of Books relating to both: All which are depofited in their Li- 
brary, which is kept under the Outer Seſſion-houſe. 

The Charge of this Library is committed to one or more, and at 
. preſent to three of their Number, who have a Deputy that gives 
conſtant Attendance in the Library at certain Hours, | 

Beſides the Keepers, there are Three Curators of the Library, one 
of which goes off yearly, and his Place is ſupply'd at the yearly Meeting. 
Their Office is to inſpect the State of the Library from time to time, 


and to give Directions for purchating ſuch Books as they judge proper, 


and to review and approve the Accounts of them when bought, 
de Faculty of Advocates enjoy a great many valuable Privileges in 
common With the reſt of the College of Juſtice; but have by the 
late Treaty of Union this ſpecial Privilege, that hereafter none ſhall be 
named by His Majeſty or His Royal Succeſſors to be ordinary Lords

Writers to the Signet. 


There is at preſent about One Hundred ordinary Writers to the Sig- 


net, who only can Subſcribe all Writs that ordinarily paſs the Signet: 
Of which Number about Thirty are Commiſſioners to the Society ap- 
pointed by the Lords Secretaries, for managing the Affairs of the 80. 
ciety, and for judging and trying of the Abuſes and Miſdemeanors of 
the Members thereof; and puniſhing Delinquents according to t he 


Degrees of their Offence, even to the depriving them of their Office 
as Writers to the Signet. Of the aforeſaid Number of Commiſſioners, 
Five, with one of the Keepers, are a Quorum; and they are appoint- 


ed by the Secretaries of State at their Pleaſure, Intrant Writers to the 
Signet obtain firſt a Commiſſion from the Secretaries, and, then 
apply by Bill to the Keepers and Commiſſioners; Repreſenting after 
what manner they have qualify'd themſelves for being Writers to the 
Signet, and crave to be try's, Upon which a Committee is sppotnt- 
ed to examine them, who make a Report to the Keepers and Cam, 
miſſioners; and if they be found qualified, they are admitted, ad 
have an Act of Admiſſion delivered to them: They take an Cath 4.

Dues belonging to the Crown, which they are obliged to pay into the 
Exchequer. Moſt Sheriſſdoms were anciently Heritable, and many 
are fo till. The Office was never Annual, ſometimes for Life uſual 
iy, when not Heritable, only durante Bene placito of the Sovereign. 
Some Juriſdictions are called Stuartries, and the Stuart has the fame 
Power in them as the Sheriff has in his Shire. Two of theſe Stuartries, 
Kircndbright and Orkney, fend Members to Parliament. In Kyle ſome 
Part of the Propriety of the Great Stuart of Scotland, who was always the 
King's Fldeſt Son, was erected into a Statuatry by it ſelf. The Stuar- 
2% of Ammandale was the Property of Bruce, and Mac Duff's Eſtate in 
Fife is called the Stuartry of Fife. 3 N 

Courts of Begality.) Beſides theſe Courts, there are other 
Courts of Regality ; where, by virtue of a Royal Juriſdiction inveſted 
in the Lord of the Regality, they have many Immunities and Privileges. 
Theſe anciencly belong'd to the Eccleſiaſticks, and were appropriated 
to ſuch Lands as they were poſſeſs'd of in Property and Superiority. 
But of late many great Men have thoſe Regalities granted to them. 
But theſe Burghs of Regalities being no State, nor having the Power 
of Pit and Gallows, they only try Cauſes ariſing in their oven Liber-

Here are alſo Barons Courts; every Baron that holds a Barony of 
the King has ſuch a Court, in which leſſer Cauſes are tried, and they 
can Fine and Diftrain; anciently they cou'd judge Cauſes of Life and 
Death, but now they have loſt that Power, However they are ad- 
mitted by forme Learned Men of the Law to be Courts of Record. 

Tommiſſariats.] Here are likewiſe Courts called the Commiſſariat, 
anſwerable to thoſe of the Engliſh Dioceſan Chancellors, the higheſt of 

_ which is kept at Edingbur gh; wherein before four Judges, Actions are 
pleaded concerning Matters relating to Wills and Teſtaments; the 
Right of Patronage to Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, Tithes, Divorces, and 

Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes of that Nature; but in almoſt all other Parts of 
the Kingdom there fits but one Judge on theſe Cauſes. 

The Commiſfaries in theſe Courts were formerly nominated by the 
Archbiſhop of St. Andrews, 1 

in Criminal Cauſes, the King's Chief Juſtice holds his Courts gene- 
rally at Edinburgh, which Office was formerly executed by the Earls 
oi Argyle, once Hereditary Juſtice General of all Scotland, (the Iſles of 
Orbach and gchetland excepted) but now the Criminal Juriſdiftion of 
the Duke of that Name does only extend to his own Lands. In the 
Lad Court the Defendant is likewiſe permitted, even in Cafe of High 
Treaſon, to retain an Advocate to plead for bim.

Nopal Bozoughs] Are Corporations made ſo for the Advan- 
tage of Trade, by Charters granted by ſeveral Kings of Scotland at 
ſeveral times, which Corporations have a Privilege of fending Com- 
miffioners to repreſent them in Parliament. | f 

Theſe Boroughs have all their particular Privileges by themſelves, 
and in general they have all of them within their reſpective Bounds, ſoſe 


Power of Trade and Merchandize excluſive of all others; they can 


keep Courts, have the Juriſdiction of Sheriffs, and can make Bye-Laws 
for the Government ot their Boroughs and the Regulation- of their 
Trade: Actions alio between Burgeſſes are ordinarily decided by their 
proper Magiſtrates.

Theſe Royal Boroughs are not only ſeveral diſtinct Corp 
but they are alſo one entire Body, governed by, and accountable to 
one general Court, This Court was anciently called the Court of Four 
Boroughs, and was Yearly held to treat and determine conce ing 
Matters relating to the common Advantage of all che Burghs. The 
Four Boroughs which compoſed this Court were Edinburgh, Stirling, 
Roxburgh, and Berwick ; but when the rwo laſt were fallen into the 
Hands of the Engliſh, Lithgow and Lanerk were put into their Places 
but with a Saving for Roxburgh and Berwick, whenſoecver they ſhould 
be recovered to their ancient Allegiance.  _ 1 
But this Court not being ſufficient to anſwer the Neceſſities of the 
Royal Boroughs in general, in King James IIl's Time, Ann. Dom. 1 4.87 
all the Boroughs were impower'd to ſend Commiſſioners to 2 Trarl 
Convention of their own, which was then appointed to meet at Pe. 
ckeithing, wherein they were to conſult concerning Matters belonging 
to the common Welfare of all the Boroughs: But there are no Records 
of thoſe Conventions older than 1552. when a Convention of Bo- 
youghs (at at Edinburgh.

The Crown, the Nobility, and Gentry, by the ancient Laws and 
Conſtitution of Scotland, bad the Right of preſenting Miniſters to the 
Livings in their Gitt, to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, tor Inſtitution and 
Induction; but upon the Abolition of Epiſcopacy, Lay-Patronages were 
taken away by Act of Parliamest, and in caſe of-a Vacancy in any 


Church, the Right of Preſentation was ſettled in the Heritors of the 


faid Pariſh (being Proteſtants) and the Ruling Elders : But that Me- 
thod being found prejudicial to the Rights of Lay: Patrons in diſpo- 
ſing thereof, and for other Reaſons aſhgned, the Parliament of Great 
Britain, in the Tenth Year of the Reign of Her late Majeſty Queen 
Anne, Enatied, That from and after the Firſt Day of May, 1712, it 
ſhall and may be lawful for her Majeſty, ber Heirs and Succeflors, and 
for every other Perſon and Perſons who bave Right to any Patronage 
or ,Patrogages of any Church or Churches whatſoever, (who have 
not made and ſubſcribed à formal Renunciation thereof under their 
Hands) to preſent a quaiifed. Miniſter or Miniſters to any Church or 
Churches, whereof they are Patrons, which ſhall at any time after 


the faid Firft Day of May happen to be vacant, and the Presbytery of 


the reſpective Bounds, ſhall, and is obliged to receive and admit the 
Miniſter ſo preſented accordingly ; any thing, in any other Act, te 


che contrary notwithſtanding.

ke Lives of Miniſters, or robbing their Houſes. or actually ee, 
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the ſame, ſhall be puniſhed by Death, and Eſcheat of Moveables; and 
that this Law. May be the better executed, Five hundred Marks Re- 
ward is allowed to the Diſcoyerer, and Three hundred Marks to the 
Apprehender of the aforeſaid Criminals, to be paid out of His Majeſty's © 
Treaſury : And for their better Accommadation, they are provided 
with convenient Manſes, (i. e. Parſonage-Houſes) and where they are 
not fitting, the Heretors of the Pariſh ſhall build compleat Manſes for 
them, not exceeding 1000 l. nor under 40 Marks Value. 
Revenues of the Clergy. ] At the firſt Plantation of Chriſtianity, 
People were fo liberal in their Donations to the Church, that in a fe 
Ages afterwards it grew very rich; but it was fo impoveriſh'd by the 
Popiſh Clergy in latter Days, by letting long Leaſes and gorrupt Com- 
poſitions, and frequent Alienations of their Rights, that bad not King 
James VI. took ſome care in recovering and reſtoring {ſome ſmall part 
of her former vaſt Reyenues, this Church had been the pooreſt ia the 

World. However, the Ecclefiaſtical Revenues are not ſo contemptible 
das many would render them, if one conſiders the Plenty of the Coun- 
try in which they live; and that the Law has provided againſt Pla- 
ralities; and that every Pariſh Church and ſuch Bounds as ſhall be found 
to be a ſufficient and competent Pariſh, ſhail have their awin Paſtor, with 
a {uffcient and reaſonable Stipend, according to the State and Ability of the 
Place; and be exempted from paying Teynds (i. e. Tenths.) And as a far- 
ther Addition to their Maintenance, every Miniſter has Fewel, Fog- 
ase, Faill and Niviots allow'd them (except Miniſters in Burghs that 

aye no Right to Glebes) with Graſs for one Horſe and two Cows 
to be deſigned; and if there be no Kirk-Land near the Manſe, or the 
ſame be arable, then the Hereters pay the Miniſter Twenty Pounds year- 
ly for their Graſs: And when the Right of Teynds was ſettled upon the 
Lay Patrons, Care was taken by the Government, that the Teynds 
ſhould be burthen'd with the Miniſters Stipend, and with a proportio- 
_ nable Augmentation for the future, as the Rents of Lands encreaſed. 
In the Proviſion made for the Parochial Clergy in Scotland, one thing 
is very commendable, which is, that throughout the whole Country 
there are ſcarce any Benefices worth leſs than 50 l. Sterling per Armuns, 
which in that Country is a good Maintenance. And this Equality in 
the Diviſions, at leaſt the bringing of the ſmaller Benefices to chat Va- 
ue, is chiefly owing to the Care and Piety oi K. Charles].

But fince the Union. all Weights and Meaſures are alike throughout 
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in England; but then the Burgh in Scotland, to whom the keeping 
of the Standards of Weights and Mezsſures formerly in uſe there, did 
of ſpecial Right belong, keep the Standards which have been fent 
down to them from the Standards kept in the Exchequer at Hefmn-

Diet. HE Diet of the Scois, is agreeable to their Eſtates and Qua3 
lities : No People eat better or have greater Varieties of 
Fleſh, Fiſh, wild and tame Fowl, than the Scors Nobility and Gentry 
in their own Country, where they can furniſh their Tables with Te 
Diſhes, cheaper than the Engliſh can provide Three of the fame Kinds; 
and for their Wines, the French themſelves did not before the Union 
drink better, and at very eaſy Rates. The Tradeſmen, Farmers and 
Common People, are not ſuch exceſſive Devourers of Fleſh, as Men 
of the ſame Rank are in England, Milkmeats and Oatmea! ſeveral 
ways prepared, and Cale and Roots dreſſed in ſeveral manners, is the 
conſtant Diet of the poor People; (for Roaſtme at is ſeldom had but on 
Gandy Days;) and with this kind of Food they enjoy a better State of 
Health than their more Southern Neighbourt, who fare higher, 
Attire.] Antiently, all Degrees of Men and Women were deter- 
mined in Scotland by the Sumptuary Laws of the Kingdom. None 
might wear Silk or coſtly Furring, except Knights and Barons of To 
Hundred Marks yearly, and their eldeſt Sons, withcut Licenſe from the 
King, nor no other Perſon wear Broidery, Pearl or Bullion; and by a 
ſpecial Act of Parliament made in the Reign of King Fame il. no 
Women were allow'd to come to Kirk or Mercat with their Faces, 
 Muſſ*lld, under Pain of the Eſcheat of the Courchy, The folemn Ap- 
parel or Manner of Arrayments for Members of Parliament, for Speak 
ers, for Magiſtrates of Burgh, Lords of Seſſion and other in ferior 
Judges were appointed by the King. And all Kirmen (i. e. Minfters) | 
were order'd to wear Black; and by the Act ot Trade in the IKcryn of 
King Charles II. Men and Women were prohibited from wearing an) 
Cloaths trimmed with Gold or Silver Buttons, Laces, Embroidery. 
Fringes, or Filigrane, Silks or Stuffs wherein was either Silver or Gold 
Thread, upon Pain of Forfeiting the Cloaths and Five Hundred Mark, 
of Fine, toties quoties: Which has been carefully obſerved, au at pre” 
ſent nothing is worn but decent plain Cloth or Stuff, by Men a the 
beſt Quality of this Country; except Military Officers that are privt- 
leged in time of Service to wear Laced Liveries, and out of Service 
till they haye worn them out. The meaner Sort in the Lom N 
are habited like the Eugliſh, except their Bennets and Plaids, wenn de 
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wear different from the High landers who are conſtant in their Cloath- 
ing in Plaid, which are only one Piece of Seven or Eight Yards long, 
with which they cover their whole Bodies from Neck to Knee ex- 
cepting the right Arm, which they manage fo artificially, as to ſap» 


ply the Defect of Drawers and Breeches; they cover their Heads with 


Thrum Caps, Blue, Grey, or Sid-colour, as the Buyer pleaſes. 
Bec reations.] Not to mention Hunting, Hawking, Setting, Horſe- 
racing, Fiſhing, Fowling, Courſing, Bowling, and ſuch Manly Sports, 
proper only to the Nobility, Gentry, and their Attendants; the Sports 
called Foot. Ball- playing, and Golf, were the uſual Recreations of the 
Common People, to which they were fo addicted, that there was no 
lels than three Acts of Parliament in ſo many ſeveral Reigns to dif- 
charge the Die of them, under the Penalty of Fifty Shillings ro the Lord 
of the Land, or to the Sheriff in his Neglect; which being of no Ad- 
vantage to the Publick, the Wiſdom of the State enacted, That Weapon 
Spawmg Mould ſucceed in the ſtead of them, and be kept four times a 
Year in every Shire, and ſo likewiſe in the Boroughs ; all Men being 
ſufficiently Harneſſed and Armed, and Butts (or as they call them,

Buildings. ] If we may judge of the Statelineſs, Grandeur, and 
Beauty of the Publick Buildings in Scotland, by their preſent Ruins, we 
mult needs conclude that they were magnificent Structures. Moſt of 
the Cathedral and Collegiate Churches Were, and thoſe- tbat remain 
are of Free-ſtone, with which this Country abounds; and fo were the 
Aubeys, Convents, and Monaſteries ; which the Rabble in the Beginning 
of the Retormation razed from the very Foundation; and converted 
the Stones and other uſeful Materials, to the Building of Houſes and 
Cities, which in many Places are cover'd with Slate. The Houſes of 
the Nobiluy and Gentry are alſo built with Free-Stone, and well fus⸗ 
nill'd, agreeable to their Qualities: Fs |

Able the Crimes that in the Laws of Scotland are called Capital, 
High-Treaſon is the firſt: And for the Puniſhment of that and 


other Capital Crimes, there is a late Act of the Parliament of Great- 


Britain Anno Septimo AN N Regina, Entitaled, An Act for Improving 
ine Unzon of the Two Kingdoms; which flatutes and appoints the Method 
and daanner of Proceedings, in the Tryal of ſuch Criminals. Now, 
Bigh-Trealon conlifts in Conſpiring, Plotting, Contriying, and Intend- 
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ing the Death and Deſtruction of the King or Queen, or any Bodily 


Harm — thereto, or any Reftraint upon their Perſons; or to De. 
_ prive, Depoſe, or to Suſpend them from the Stile, Honour, or King. 


Name, of this or any other His Majeſty's Dominions; or to Suſpend 
kim from the-Exerciſe of bis Government; or to Levy War, or take 
up Arms againſt him, or any Commilitonate by bim; or to intice 


Strangers, or others, to invade any of his Dominions, and by Writing, 


Printing, or other malicious and adviſed Speaking, expreſs or declare 


fuch other Treaſonable Intention: And the Offenders are punifhed as 
Traytors, with Death, Loſs of Honour to their Poſterities, and their 
whole Eſtates forfeited to the Crown. They are put to Death in the 
fame manner as in England, by Drawing, Hanging, Quartering of Men, 
and Burning of Women: But Noblemen are generally Beheaded; not 
with an Axe as in England; or a Sword, as in Holland; but by an In- 
ſtrument called a Maiden; which is a broad Piece of Iron about a Foot 
ſquare, very ſharp on the lower part, and loaded above with ſuch a 
Weight of Lead that it's ſcarce to be lifted. At the tirae of Execution

CHAP. x. 
Of the City of Edinburgh. 


Edinburgh.! ED is the Metropalis of Scotland, formerly 
the Royal Seat, and far ſurpaſſe h all the other Ci- 
ties of North Britam in the Statelineſs of its Churches, the Beauty and 
Neatnelſs of its publick and private Buildings, the Largenels ot its Cir- 
camference, and in the Number and Wealth of its Inhabitants, Very 
many of the Houſes are parred into divers Tenements and they very 
often have as many Landlords as Stories, having no Lependance upon 
one another, ſaving that they are built upon one and the fame Fouu- 
dation. = , | 
Name and Antiquit p. By the moſt ancient Inhabitants it W2s 
called Dun Eden; by the Latins. Edinodunum and by their Saxon e 
ceſtors, Edinburgh; all which ſignity a Town upon an Flill, or racher 
the City of the Edeni, built upon a Hill. The Edeni were thoſe W100 
Prolemy called Ortodeni; which Word, as fume learned Men cink, Was 
- miſtaken for Scortodeni, the two firſt Letters Sc being thro ale a

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Ptolemy calls this Place Caſtrum alatum, the winged Ca/tle, not from 
the Greet way of Building mentioned by Vitruvius, but from the very 
Nature of the Place; for befides the Lake on both Sides, there are 
two Hills near the Rock on which the Caſtle lands, which ſome- 
#hing reſemble Wings, as may be eaſily perceived, if one goes to the 
City from the South. Eaſt by the Sea ſide; for then thoſe Rocks ap- 
_ pear like Wings ſtretched forth, and the Rock on which the Caſtle 
ſtands, like the Head of a Bird with a Tuft. This ſeems to be the true

Situation.] The Hill on which the City lands, hath upon the 
North-fide, a ſtanding Pool, commonly called the North Loch; upon 
the South-fide there was formerly another ſtanding Pool, called the 
South Loch, as appears by ſome Leaſes of Houſes in St. Minian's Ram, 


which were let with the Privilege of a Boat annex d. Theſe two Lochs- 


or Lakes bounded the City upon thoſe two Sides, as the North Loch 
does ar preſent on the North; but the South Loch was drain'd aboye 
100 Years ago, and upon its Banks are built two ſeveral Ranges of 
Houſes, between which is a Street called che Cowgate, built upon the 
Ground which was once covered with Water. A great part of the 
City ſtands upon an Aſcent; and it's very probable, that the Caſtle 
was the Cauſe of Building the City; for firſt the Neighbours having 
built a few Houſes near the Caſtle, others followed their Example, 
that they might be defended by it from the Inſults of their Ene- 
mies. | | | 
This City is encloſed with ſomething which ſeems to have been an 
old Roman Wall on every fide, except the North, where it's ſecured 
by the Loch. It has Six Gates, two to the Eaft, two to the Somth one 
to the Weſt, and another lately built to the North. One of the Gates 
to the Eaſt is called rhe Netherbow, which was magnificently rebuilt in 
1616, and adorn'd with Towers on both Sides, and is the chief Gate 
of the City. The other Gate to the Eaſt is called the Comgate, from 
_ which there is an Entry into the Nerherſtreet, which ruas the Length 
of the whole City, and is {ſamerimes called the Cowgate-ſtreeer. The 
Eaſtermoſt of the Gates to the South. is call'd the Porter Row Port, from 


the Suburbs call'd the Potter Row, The Weſtermoſt of theſe is called the 


Society Port, properly the Brewers Port. In that Place is a great. Square 
Court with Baildings round about it, to the very Walls of the City. 
The Weſt Gate at the other End of the City lying beneath the Caſtle, 
affords an Entrance from the Suburb of the ſame Name. The North 
Gate, which was laſt made at the lower Rnd of the North Loch, is 
Twotould, the Inner and Outer Port, through which there is an Entry 
into the City from the Suburb called the Mutters Hill. There are two 
Streets extending the Length of the whole Town. The chief Srreer 
which lis called the Highſtrees, is one of the broadeſt Streets in Eso; 
irom it run many Lanes or Minds, as the Scots call them, on bath 


daes The Nether or Lewer ſtreet bas alſo many Winds running to the 
od | 
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In the very Middle of the City is a Cathedral Church, call'd gt. Giles, 
ſo large that it's divided into Three Places for Preaching, every one of 
which is appropriated to a diſtinct Pariſh. It's built of Hewen Stone, 
. beautified with Pillars and Arches of the fame. Ih the Middle it forms 
a perie& Croſs, by four Parts of this Church meeting together, which 
ſupport a ftately high Tower, with a Top of curious Worktmanſhip, 

reprefenting un Imperial Crown. Beſides this Cathedral Church there 
are in the City NE | | 

The South Church, called the Grey fryars Church, which ſtands in 
the Middle of the common Burying Place. Many Tombs and Monu- 
ments ſurround the Church-yard, among which that of Sir Georgs 

Mackenzie appears like a Marſolenm. 
There is alſo a Church of Square Hewen Stone with a Tower, built 
Amo 1641, which is called the Trone- Church. 

The Collegiate Church of the Sacred Trinity, was built by Mary of 
Grlers, K. Fames II's Queen; where alſo ſhe lies interr'd,

Befides theſe Churches, there are two Chapels in the City, St. Mary 
Magdalen's in the Comgate, and St. Mary's it: Nedries Wind. |

Of the Government of the City of Edinburgh. 


The Eccleſcaſtical Government of Edinburgh is according to the Prog. 
byterian Diſcipline, as has been ed diſcourſed in the Chapter of 
Church-Government. They aſſemble orderly in the Church, and No- 
tice is taken of all that are abſent, and it, vinthout lawful Caufe, upon 
Proof, are puniſhable as Propbancrs ot the Sah No Sports or Re- 
creations, no not ſo much as walking in the Ficlds, is tolerated on 
that Day. Burials at EAinburgh and generally through the Kingdom, 
are perform'd without any Ceremony of Words, only the Bodies are de- 
cently attended to the Grave by all that pleaſe to go; of which they 
have Notice by the Ringivg of a Hand Bell through the Street by the 
Cryer. who ſays, All Brethren and Siſters, I let you to wit, That there is 
& Brother or Siſter — defarted at the Pleaſure of Almighty God, &c. 
and then gives Notice when he or ſhe is to be interred. This is all 
the Invitation; and when the dead Corps is filently laid in the Grave, 
the Funeral Rites are ended, and the Company retire every one to 
their ſeveral Habitations. | | .

Craftſmen, Tnis Council governs the Town, and no otbers are allow- 
ed to be preſent with them, except in extraordinary Caſes, in which 
the 14 Deacons of Crafts may be covened, Some of theie extraordi- 
nary Caſes are Elections of Magiſtrates, ho are all annual, and uſu- 
ally choſen about Michaelmas, letting of Fines, or any other manner 
of Tacks, giving of Benefices, or other Offices of Burgh, building of 
publick Works, and diſpoſing of the common Stock above tuck 4 
Sum. 5 

The Powers and Privileges of the City of Edinburgh are very conſi- 
derable. But what they anciently were, is not diſtinctij known, moſt 
of the ancient Charters of that City being loſt through the Calamitice 
of the Times. In general, it is certain, that their Privileges and Rights 
were at leaſt as extenſive as the Privileges and Rights ot any other 
Royal Burgh in the Kingdom, Edinburgh was one of the four Burghs

Concerning the Current Coins of Scotland, from the Time 

of the Union of the Crowns of England and Scotland, 
under King James the Firſt and the Sixth, to the Time 
of Uniting both Kingdoms under her late Majeſty Queen 
Anne. „ 


| * HE Money of Scotland has been ſubject to great Variation, occa- 


ſion'd by the Increaſe of the Value of Silver, which in the End 
of Queen Mary's Reign was at 30 Shiliings the Quacez and by the 
Time of King Fames's Acceſſion to the Crown of England was advanc'd 
to above 50 Shillings; and before the Revolution in 1688, it was got 
to be Co Shillings; at which Value it ſtood at the Time of the Union 
of both Kingdoms. 
To underſtand the current Coin of Scotland, at the Time of King 
Fames's Acccifion to the Crown of England, it is neceſſary to look back 
to the End of tlie Reign of Queen Mary; becauſe moſt of the Species, 


which was coin'd in that Interval of Time, continu'd current after his 


going to England, ” 
We find that in the 23d of Queen Mary, Ano 1568, (he firſt coin'd 
Pieces of one Ounce, which were then valued at 30 Shillings each, and 


the Coin was divided into Pieces of 30, 20, 10 and 5 Shillinps; which

Money ſhould be coin'd into Pieces of two Marks, 1 Mark, 2 Mark,

the Ounce of Silver was valued at 30 Shillings, and ſo it continued ta 
be, till in the 14th of his Reign, Anno 158 1, we find Silver was ad- 


vanc'd to 40 Shillings, and then it was Enacted by Parliamear, that the 
Money ſhou'd be coin'd accordingly into Pieces of 40, 30, 20, 1© 


and 5 Shillings : In the 31it of his Reign. Amo 1598, Silver was 


advanc'd to 50 Shillings the Ounce, and an Act of Parliament was paſs d 
to rate the current Coin proportionably. Before his Accaſſion to the 


Crown of England which was in leſs than four Years, Silver Was 


conſiderably acvanc'd in Value; however they continued to divide the

From what has been premiſed it will appear, that at the Ounce of 


Silver increas's in Value, their Puns, Marks, Shillings and Pennies, have 


born a very different Value at dificrent Times, ſeeing they always made 
their Computations by Sums of theſe Denominations: As for Example; 
when Silver was at 30 Shillings the Ounce, the Shilling was double to 
'wwhat it was, when ac Go Shillings; and the Mark, when Silver at 30 


Shillings was divided only into two Marks, was double what it was 


when divided into four Marks it went at 66 Shillings per Ounce, and 
fo of the reſt.
